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13-YEAR HUNT 

FOR SUSPECT 
ENDS IN STATES 


A MAN wanted in connection with a brutal attack on his 
estranged wife and her new partner in Gillingham 13 years 
ago has been arrested in California, where he had taken on 


another name and identity. 

Jaswinder Rana now faces extradi¬ 
tion back to the county, but police fear 
they could be in for a drawn-out battle. 

Detectives in Kent want to talk to 
the arrested man about the injuries 
suffered by the couple. 

They were attacked by a man with a 
“bladed instrument” in an incident that 
left them both seriously injured and 
the boyfriend confined to a wheelchair. 

It is believed Rana, 56, was not 
charged by police at the time of the 
alleged assault and fled overseas 
before he was even arrested. 

Acting on information from Kent 
Police, Rana was arrested at his new 
home in San Jose on Monday, said a 
US Marshals Service spokesman. He 
was living with others under the name 
Suchet Singh, said Chris Hanson, a 
spokesman for the Marshals Service. 

Officers from Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement (ICE) were car¬ 
rying out a surveillance operation on 
Rana. Detectives from Kent were in 
America at the time, but did not take 
part in the arrest. 

Rana has already appeared before a

judge in a San Jose court and it has 
been reported that during the hearing 
on Tuesday he apparently made it 
clear he would not fight any extradi¬ 
tion request from British authorities. 

But the Kent Police source said the 
matter was proceeding and Rana 
could still use his right to appeal. 

Speaking exclusively to Kent on 
Sunday, the Marshals Service said 
that in March, 1996, Rana’s ex-wife 
Kirpal Rana and her boyfriend Amar 
Sandhu were attacked during an 
angry confrontation. 

They both suffered head trauma 
and injuries to their upper bodies and, 
according to the US Marshals Service, 
Mr Sandhu was left wheelchair bound 
with limited use of his right hand. 

The authorities believe Rana first 
travelled to France and then Canada 
before setting up a new home in the 
USA. He was identified and located in

TV show reveals drama 
behind tourist attraction

A CLASH of interests at an 
historic country manor is being 
played out for all to see on nation¬ 
al television. 

The eight-part BBC Four series 
Sissinghurst focuses on the people who live 
at the popular tourist attraction and their 
struggle with the National Trust over how 
they feel it should be run. 

Adam Nicolson and his wife Sarah Raven 
want the castle grounds’ unused farming 
equipment to be put back to good use - 
much like it was after Mr Nicolson’s grand¬ 
mother Vita Sackville-West bought the land 
in 1930 - but face stiff opposition from the 
current owner. 

The television series was made for the 
BBC by London-based KEO Films. 

Producer and director Claire Whalley said 
she was pleased with the finished product 
and hoped audiences were enjoying going 
behind the scenes of one of Kent’s best-loved 
landmarks. 

She said: “It was a very difficult series to 
do because the National Trust set a schedule 
and we thought a lot more was going to hap¬ 
pen during the year, but the farm idea never 
really took off. 

“It does make for quite an interesting doc¬ 
umentary though and I think all those 
involved learned something from the experi¬ 
ence. Mr Nicolson for instance learned that 
when you are dealing with a big organisa¬ 
tion like the National Trust, you can’t rush 
them because their main priority is to con-

serve places like Sissinghurst and they don’t 
make decisions lightly. 

“But I hope audiences will see both sides of 
the coin and recognise that everybody wants 
the best for castle and its grounds.” 

Built during the Middle Ages, the original 
building at Sissinghurst was allowed to go to 
ruin by its Elizabethan owners who replaced 
it with a magnificent manor house. 

Talented writer and gardener Vita 
Sackville-West and her husband Harold 
Nicolson bought the land in 1930, after 
which time she created a beautiful network 
of gardens that attract visitors from across 
the world. 

After Mrs Sackville-West died in 1962, her 
son Nigel handed the property over to the 


National Trust with the agreement the fam¬ 
ily could continue to live there. 

While the BBC series focuses more on the 
property as it is today, Mrs Whalley said she 
felt the history of the land and its owners was 
what attracted television audiences the most. 

She said: “I think people are interested in 
Sissinghurst for two reasons - firstly because 
it has some of the most famous gardens in 
the world and secondly because people are 
fascinated by Vita. 

“She was a very colourful character and 
her marriage was interesting because she 
had about 45 lesbian affairs and her hus¬ 
band was gay as well.”

San Jose by ICE and the 
Marshals Service. 

A Kent Police source said: “We 
did have officers in the States, but 
we are not saying where. They did 
not assist in the arrest. This is a 
delicate matter and we are keen 
to bring him back to Kent.” 

Joseph Vincent, an Assistant 
Special Agent in San Francisco, 
said: ‘We are looking at this case 
carefully to see how he managed 
to get into the US. 

“It’s possible some laws were 


broken and he will be questioned 
about those. To our knowledge 
he is not wanted for any cases of 
violence in the US.” 

Mr Hanson said: “Most of the 
intelligence information about 
Rana came from the British 
police. We were watching the 
house and the Kent detectives 
would have been back in the 
office - we do not take visiting 
officers on operations like this. 

“The British came up with the 
name Suchet Singh and they had 
tracked him through France and 


Canada and then into the US. 

“It appears he had set up home 
in San Jose and was living with 
others, but we are not releasing 
information on who they are. 

Opportunity 

We were watching the house 
in an undercover operation and 
Rana was arrested when he 
stepped outside for a cigarette. 

“He did not put up any resist¬ 
ance and was taken into custody 
at the Santa Clara County Jail.” 

Mr Hanson said if the extradi¬ 


tion proceedings go well he could 
be back in Kent within a few 
weeks, but he does still have the 
opportunity to oppose extradition. 

He said if that happened, it 
would take a lot longer for the 
issue to be decided. 

Rana is still being held in cus¬ 
tody and is unlikely to be released 
unless his current lawyer, who is 
a state-appointed public defend¬ 
er, makes a successful legal argu¬ 
ment at his next hearing. 

No date for that has yet been 
set.

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Former Kent player tells of frightening ordeal in Pakistan 


Terror attack coach 
Paul ready for home

FORMER Kent cricket coach 
Paul Farbrace will return home 
to see his family later this month 
after cheating death in Tuesday’s 
terrorist attack in Pakistan. 

The 41-year-old, who also played for the 
county as a wicketkeeper, was accompany¬ 
ing the Sri Lanka team to the Gaddafi 
Stadium in Lahore when their bus was 
ambushed by an estimated 12 gunmen. 

Six policemen and a driver were killed in 
the assault, but miraculously everyone on 
the bus survived. 

Farbrace was among eight people injured 
and taken to a nearby hospital, where shrap¬ 
nel - believed to be a piece of a grenade - 
was removed from his arm. He was fit 
enough to fly back to Colombo with the rest 
of the squad on Wednesday, when those 
injured in the attack were given more hospi¬ 
tal treatment. 

Mr Farbrace was expecting to be dis¬ 
charged this weekend and intends to return 
to his Harrietsham home next week for 
what is bound to be an emotional reunion 
with his family. 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday from 
Colombo, he said: “Once I’m out of hospital 
I will think about the next step. Obviously 
I will come home to see my family and

reassure them everything is OK.” 

The team’s lucky escape appears to be 
largely down to the bravery and skill of their 
driver, who was able to negotiate the bus 
through the ambush, preventing what could 
have been a massacre. 

The whole attack is a blur to Mr 


Farbrace, who admitted he was struggling 
to grapple with how close he and the team 
came to disaster. 

He said: “I’ve watched bits on the TV and 
read stories in newspapers and on the inter¬ 
net. I’m not sure how much it’s sunk in, it’s 
just a huge relief that I’m alive. 

‘When you look at it, it’s almost surreal - 
like watching a film that you’re not actually 
a part of.” 

Sri Lanka were only in Pakistan to play a 
Test series after India pulled out in the wake 
of the Mumbai terror attacks in November. 

Other countries, including Australia and 
South Africa, have cancelled or altered tours 
to the country in recent years due to securi¬ 
ty concerns, but Mr Farbrace said he had 
had no reservations about going to Pakistan 
beforehand. 

He said: ‘We’d been there twice before 
recently and both times were looked after 
brilliantly. 

“The hotels have been fantastic, the 
grounds and facilities have been very good. 
You have to trust the judgement of the peo¬ 
ple who are qualified to make those calls. 

‘We’ve been to Guyana and Bangladesh 
recently, there are risks everywhere you go. 
This is not something any of us thought 
would happen.”

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A chilling forecast 

A BBC TV weather forecast this week predict¬ 
ed temperatures in Kent would fall to -99C.

Although the mercury didn’t quite plunge to 
the frozen depths predicted by the BBC’s 
faulty map, Southeastern Trains did cancel 
some services from east Kent on Friday morn¬ 
ing because of ice on the tracks. 


New Channel ferry 

THE launch of a new cross-Channel ferry 
service from Ramsgate to France has been 
confirmed. 

Euroferries has announced the Ramsgate- 
Boulogne route will start from Tuesday, March 
31. The Bonanza Express will be the first ves¬ 
sel in operation, in partnership with Fred 
Olsen Cruise Lines. It will cross the Channel 
four times a day. 

The boat is a 96-metre Incat, and will take 
cars, foot passengers and coaches, plus a limit¬ 
ed number of freight vehicles and caravans.

Dockyard’s unique 
gift to US President 


PRIME Minister Gordon Brown presented a 
special gift from Kent to President Barack 
Obama during his trip to Washington DC 
this week, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Ship-keepers at Chatham Historic 
Dockyard used an off-cut of timber salvaged 
from anti-slavery ship HMS Gannet to make 
a unique pen holder, which now has pride of 
place on the Resolute Desk in the White 
House’s Oval Office. 

Mr Brown also handed over a first edition 
biography of Winston Churchill, which has 
been placed in the President’s personal study 
adjoining the office. 

In return, the Prime Minister is said to 
have received a box set of 25 classic 
Hollywood movies from Mr Obama, which 
included Star Wars, The Godfather, ET and 
The Wizard of Oz. 

Mr Brown, who is the first European 
leader to meet with Mr Obama since his his¬ 
toric inauguration as the first black US pres¬ 
ident, had been discussing the economic cri¬ 
sis and gave a speech to Congress on 
Wednesday. 

Representatives from the Chatham 
Historic Dockyard Trust visited 10 Downing 
Street last week to hand over the pen holder 
to Mr Brown before his official trip. 

Jonathan Shaw, the Labour MP for 
Chatham and Aylesford, said: “I am delight¬ 
ed the PM decided to ask the trust to pro¬ 
vide the gift for the US President. The dock¬ 
yard is famous throughout the world for its

history and record of shipbuilding. 

“This is really one of the key things that 
put Chatham on the map. People are proud 
of the dockyard and it is much loved. It is 
iconic, not only for us, but for the South East 
and the country as a whole.”

The Resolute Desk was made from timbers 
of the British ship HMS Resolute, which was 
also built at Chatham, in 1879.

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Commuters’ relief over 
planned rail fare ‘cap’

THE Government intends to cap 
train fare increases after lobby¬ 
ing by a railways watchdog. 

Pressure group Passenger Focus wel¬ 
comed the news, which coupled with the 
economic crisis pushing down the price of 
regulated fares, should spell the end to 
inflation-busting ticket price hikes for com¬ 
muters in Kent. 

Kent spokesman Tunde Olatunji said: 
‘We welcome this, although it has not been 
confirmed yet. It shows the Government is 
thinking hard about the recommendations 
we have made. It has allowed fares to be 
applied in a way that distracts from the 
headline figures.” 

Thousands of rail passengers who travel 
to London from Kent using Southeastern 
services are always hardest hit by fare 
increases, which have risen by an average of 
six per cent nationally this year. 

Under the company’s franchise agree¬ 
ment with the Department for Transport, it 
is allowed to increase its regulated ticket 
prices, such as season tickets, annually by 
the retail price index (RPI) for July, which 
was 5.3 per cent, plus three per cent. 

Other train companies are only allowed to 
add one per cent to the RPI figure on regu-

lated fares. But on top of the RPI rule, pas¬ 
sengers face higher increases because oper¬ 
ators have the freedom to increase some 
fares by up to five per cent above the aver¬ 
age increase. 

Passenger Focus has been calling for 
restrictions on this headroom. Mr Olatunji 
said: “In Kent, eight per cent was the high¬ 
est rate of increase but when you add on a 
possibility of an additional five per cent, 
which is happening, some fares went up by 
13 per cent.” 

Rail minister Lord Adonis has also said 
fares will fall next January if, as analysts 


Eurostar urged to promote 
restored Ashford service 


EUROSTAR has been told it must team up 
with the county’s tourism and business 
chiefs to ensure Ashford International’s 
direct route to Brussels survives, writes 
Ed Hill. 

The service was resurrected last month 
after being shelved in 2007. Eurostar shift¬ 
ed services to Ebbsfleet, angering many 
regular users in Ashford. 

Now Passenger Focus says Eurostar 
must put its marketing muscle behind the 
Ashford service to ensure it is given the 
best opportunity to shine. 

Spokesman Tunde Olatunji said: “The 
first phase was getting the service back. 
Now we want to monitor the efforts that go 
into making the service viable. When it was 
taken away we were told not enough people 
were using it. 


“There are still concerns that tickets pur¬ 
chased do not show Ashford as the starting 
point for journeys and therefore the true 
number of Ashford International passen¬ 
gers, compared with the figures quoted by 
Eurostar, cannot easily be verified. 

“We need a combination of things: raising 
the profile of Ashford station; ticket offers; 
working with Kent bodies that promote 
tourism and travel; and working with those 
in Ashford who have an interest in making 
use of a service on their doorstep. 

“The onus is on Eurostar to get passen¬ 
gers using it - not the campaigners.” 

Eurostar’s Richard Holligan said: “We 
have to match our marketing resources 
across all stations. Ashford, along with our 
stations, will be at the heart of our market¬ 
ing. Our focus will be on the route.” 


Pension firm retained by KCC 


THE services of a poorly-performing 
American firm responsible for managing 
about £200 million of the Kent Pension Fund 
have been retained. 

New York-based AllianceBemstein record¬ 
ed a 50 per cent loss in revenue during the 
final quarter of 2008, and was at risk of los¬ 
ing its contract with Kent County Council. 


However, members of the superannuation 
fund committee decided on Friday to give the 
company a chance to turn things around. 

Chairman Cllr James Scholes said: “They 
made a compelling case for how they can 
deliver considerable performance moving 
forward. We will monitor the position closely 
on a monthly basis.” 


13 years 
for killer 
Penfold 


A THUG who killed a man by beating him over the head with a 
broom will spend at least the next 13 years behind bars. 

Shane Penfold, 19, from Elvington, near Dover, was found guilty 
on Thursday of the murder of 23-year-old Marc Brown, from Deal. 

Maidstone Crown Court heard how Penfold chased his victim 
from a party into a garden, where the attack took place, on 
August 15, last year. Mr Brown died later in hospital. Det Chief 
Insp Mick Atkinson described the murder as “brutal”. 


have predicted, the RPI is negative this 
July. 

The decision was welcome by Jonathan 
Shaw, minister for the South East and 
Labour MP for Chatham and Aylesford. 

Speaking about the cap on fare increases 
more than the RPI rule, he said: “I welcome 
that the Government proposes to place 
restrictions on the five per cent flexibility. 

“In a time of economic stringency, I do not 
think it acceptable for individual com¬ 
muters to face significantly above-average 
fares increases. 

“The Government’s intention is that, in 
future, the cap should apply to individual 
regulated fares, not just to the average of 
each fares basket. The Government will talk 
to the train operators about the implica¬ 
tions of making this change, but they are 
determined it should take effect from this 
year’s fares.” 

If the cap goes ahead, then in theory if the 
July RPI is minus 2.1 per cent, as analysts 
have predicted, come January the county’s 
commuters will face fare increases of only 
1.1 per cent on all regulated tickets. 

A rail company spokeswoman said: 
“Southeastern will work within whatever 
fare setting arrangements are agreed with 
the Department for Transport.” 
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Langton lad wins

A SCHOOLBOY from Canterbury 
has been named Britain’s best young 
scientist. 

Simon Langton Grammar pupil Peter 
Hatfield, 17, received the accolade at the 
Big Bang Fair in London. He impressed 
the judges with his team’s design for a 
cosmic ray detector, built by adapting 
technology already being used in the 
Large Hadron Collider in Switzerland. 

Peter said: “I didn’t expect to win so I 
was really pleased. I called my parents 
straight away and they thought it was 
fantastic.”

A KENT-BORN fashion designer 
turned ethical activist is among 
the inspirational women backing 
a charity’s call for an end to vio¬ 
lence and discrimination against 
girls in the developing world. 

Katherine Hamnett is featured today on 
Plan UK’s website to highlight the Because I 
Am A Girl campaign and draw attention to 
the children and young women whose lives 
are blighted by poverty and inequality. 

To mark today’s International Women’s Day, 
the children’s charity has brought together 
several high-profile women, with Ms Hamnett 
being joined by Cherie Booth, Harriet 
Harman MP, singer Beverley Knight and 
Dr Miriam Stoppard, the women’s and 
children’s health specialist. 

Asked why she chose the sup¬ 
port the campaign, Ms 
Hamnett, who was bom 
in Gravesend, told 
Kent on Sunday: “I 
£ suppose because I 
was really lucky. My 
parents put educa¬ 
tion above everything 
and that is vital. Girls 
need to be educated. 

“Everything I have is 
thanks to education. 
All the things going 
wrong in the world are 
because of ignorance.” 

In the 1980s, the 
designer’s trademark

slogan T-shirts were 
worn by pop icons such 
as Frankie Goes To 
Hollywood and Wham! 

Her work continues to 
be popular and influ¬ 
ences other designers 
today, notably Henry 
Holland. 

Famously, in 1984 she 
walked into Number 10 
to meet the then prime 
minister Margaret 
Thatcher wearing one 
of her T-shirts embla¬ 
zoned with ‘58% don’t 
want Pershing [mis¬ 
siles]’. 

She slipped out of the 
limelight in the 1990s 
to work on making fashion more ethical and 
environmentally sustainable. 

Ms Hamnett’s work has since returned to 
the catwalk and she has produced a range of 
organic cotton clothing for Tesco, but at the 
moment is concentrating on environmental 
and social justice campaigning. 

Hence her work with Plan, which in its 
2008 report looked at the treatment of girls in 
conflict zones, revealing heartbreaking sto¬ 
ries of rape, sexual slavery and child soldiers. 

The charity is urging political leaders to 
step up global efforts to halt violence and dis¬ 
crimination against girls. 

Ms Hamnett said the main obstacle to 
equality was education, citing the Taliban in 
Afghanistan preventing girls from going to 
school, and the early marriages of girls at 14 
in rural India. 

Discrimination is still widespread and Plan 
claims that 100 million females have gone 
‘missing 5 in the developing world - suspected 


of being killed before or after giving birth. 

‘We’ve gone from a fashion organisation 
into a campaigning organisation,” Ms 
Hamnett, 62, said. 

“The way to change the world is to use the 
democratic system. I went to the Six Billion 
Ways conference [last Saturday], which cov¬ 
ered everything from environmental and 
social justice, to Gaza and the war in Iraq. 

“Basically it is about putting pressure on 
our MPs, they represent us - democracy is 
government for the people by the people. 

“If you think about the amount of bull we 
went through for us to have democracy - 
women only got the vote 90 years ago - we’ve 
got to use it to get the world we want.” 

Asked who inspired her, she said: “My 
grandmother was one of the most inspiring 
people to me because she was the first 
woman to get a science degree. She was a 
biologist and was awarded her doctorate in 
1908. We were always brought up to feel 
equal but different.” 

She spoke about memories of her childhood 
in Kent, she said: “My grandmother lived in 
Greenhithe and I was addicted to the smell of 
the beach. The rotting Thames beach covered 
in green slime, it’s something that should be 
hated, but I loved it.” 

Ms Hamnett said she was planning a 
return to the fashion world but is concentrat¬ 
ing on finding the right partners to make the 
clothes entirely ethical and organic. 

‘We are looking for partners, people who 
really understand the relevance of what we 
are trying to do,” she added.

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Polyclinics undermined 
after doctor’s diagnosis 


PLANNED ‘super-surger¬ 
ies’ across the country have 
come under fire from a 
Kent GP whose research 
has found no evidence they 
are needed, writes Jenna 
Pudelek. 

The Department of Health has 
asked medical chiefs to create a net¬ 
work of so-called ‘polyclinics’, which 
will offer a wider range of services 
than GP surgeries - such as physio¬ 
therapy and diagnostic tests. 

The move is based on proposals by 
health minister Lord Darzi follow¬ 
ing his review of the NHS. 

Dr Hendrik Beerstecher, who runs 
a practice in Sittingboume, and his 
research partner Claire Morgan car¬ 
ried out a study of 384 UK practices 
and found there was no difference in 
the range of services offered by aver¬ 
age-sized surgeries compared with 
polyclinics. 

“The reason they wanted to do it is 
to save money. The idea is that hos¬ 
pitals cost more than primary care 
and by moving services into primary 
care it will automatically become 
cheaper,” said Dr Beerstecher. 

“We found making a practice big¬ 
ger does not necessarily mean they 
provide more services. Yes, the small¬ 
est practices provide fewer services. 


But for average-size practices the 
amount does not seem to be increas¬ 
ing, and we could find no evidence to 
support creating very big practices.” 

Every primary care trust (PCT) in 
the country has been asked to open 
at least one polyclinic and in Kent 
health bosses have called them ‘GP- 
led health centres’. 

Dr Beerstecher said that they cre¬ 
ated “unfair competition” in the 
areas they served. He said GPs in 
London, where there are plans for 
150 polyclinics, were most con¬ 
cerned. “It is a form of unfair compe¬ 
tition,” he said. “The clinics are 
allowed to see my patients and 
poach them if they register, but I am 
not allowed to steal patients from 
other surgeries.” Dr Beerstecher said 
patients could be tempted to register 
with the new surgeries because of 
the increased services they will offer. 

Ultrasound 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent is 
planning GP-led health centres in 
Swale and Thanet, with the first 
opening on the Isle of Sheppey on 
March 23. It will be able to care for up 
to 6,000 patients. As well as extra GP 
services such as diabetes care and 
minor surgery, patients will also be 
able to access seven key specialities 
including physiotherapy, ultrasound, 
MRI and CT scanning, ophthalmolo¬ 
gy and dermatology and skin surgery. 


“The centre will be much more 
accessible than any other surgery in 
Swale - open 8am-8pm eveiy day of 
the year - with both pre-booked and 
walk-in sessions available to both reg¬ 
istered and unregistered patients,” a 
spokesman for the PCT said. 

“Rather than replacing surgeries, 
the centre will provide additional 
capacity, a wider range of services, 
and increased access. This is impor¬ 
tant to many people with family or 
work commitments.” 

He said the centre would mean 
patients would not have to travel to 
hospitals to access specialist services. 

Dr Beerstecher’s research was 
published in this month’s British 
Journal of General Practice. 

The British Medical Association 
spokesman for Kent, Dr Paul 
Hobday, said: “The BMA has 
opposed polyclinics and our concerns 
are very similar. Polyclinics will lead 
to the demise of traditional general 
practice because the Government 
does not think it is important.”

8pm, seven days a week, for regis¬ 
tered and non-registered patients.

to fight back 
at Iron Lady 


IT WAS 25 years ago this week that an announcement by then 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher sparked the most bitter indus¬ 
trial dispute in UK history - 


Her decision to close uneconomic coal 
pits throughout the country signalled the 
beginning of the end for a traditional indus¬ 
try, but the tens of thousands of miners who 
eventually lost their jobs refused to go down 
without a fight. 

And fight they did, as walk-outs, flying 
pickets and violence between protesters 
and the police became all-too familiar 
sights at locations across the country 

This lasted for a bitter year and ended in 
defeat for the miners who eventually went 
back to work. 

Kent may not be widely regarded as a 
coal mining hotbed, but workers at its four 
pits in Snowdown, Tilmanstone, Chislet 
and Betteshanger were some of the most 
loyal to the National Union of Mineworkers 
at that time. 

Mark Foster, assistant curator at Dover 
Museum where a coalfield heritage exhibi¬ 
tion once stood, explained why. 

Close-knit 

He said: “The 1926 General Strike was led 
by coal miners in the north and the 
Midlands and it was very bitter. They didn’t 
get back for some time and all the ring-lead¬ 
ers were sacked and couldn’t get any work. 

“They all came down to Kent and used 
assumed names because they were desper¬ 
ate and there were plenty of jobs available. 

“The companies had to build small towns 
like Aylesham and Mill Hill for them to 
live in, so the mining communities became 
very close-knit. 

“Kent’s coal miners were the most mili¬ 
tant. They were the first ones out there 
striking and the last ones back.” 

Following the discovery of coal at 
Shakespeare Cliff, Dover, in 1896, there 
were more than 45 test bores sunk. 

Nine pits were established, but only four 
produced any coal. Part of the problem was 
that it was buried very deep and often 
found under vast pockets of water stored in 
the chalk and greensand beds. 

But despite the difficulties in obtaining it, 
Kent coal was seen as being of the highest 
quality and many miners felt the county’s 
pits still had a future. 

Frank Redman was secretary for the 
Betteshanger branch of the National 
Association of Colliery Overmen, Deputies 
and Shotfirers (Nacods). 

He said: “Kent coal was one of the finest 
coals available. It contained less than 
one per cent sulphur, and in today’s climate 
crisis it would have been invaluable. 

“It was purely a vindictive move on

(Thatcher’s) part to close the mines. It was 
a pleasure to work with some of those peo¬ 
ple, they were the salt of the earth and the 
way they were treated was unforgivable.” 

Nacods members were front-line supervi¬ 
sors at coal pits throughout the country, 
and although most wanted to join the 
strikes organised by NUM led Arthur 
Scargill, a top-level decision was made to 
not do so. 

Mr Redman said: “My own personal view 
was that it was a fight for jobs and we 
should have supported the NUM in that. 

“Within our union there were people who 
had relatives in the NUM, so it was a diffi¬ 
cult period for people. 

“It’s fair to say Nacods had a very good 
relationship with its brother union, but it’s 
only natural that some people held ill feel¬ 
ings towards us for not taking part.” 

Terry Harrison, secretary of the 
Betteshanger branch of the NUM, did take 
part in the strikes and witnessed first hand 
the violence and animosity that existed 
between miners and the police. 

He also saw some of the more controver¬ 
sial tactics to stop the protests happening, 
such as officers threatening to arrest people 
at Dartford tunnel if they thought they 
were travelling north. 

Mr Harrison said: “It’s an experience you 
go through. Do I regret it? No. Do I regret 
some of the divisions between people that 
have come out of it? Yes. 

“The closure of the mines hit a lot of peo¬ 
ple hard and I’m aware of suicides and 
break-ups of marriage that were probably a 
direct result. 

“But I’m not one to sit back and be bitter. 
There are always opportunities for people 
to move on with their lives and build on 
what is left behind.” 

Betteshanger (1924-1988) was the last pit 
to open in Kent and also the last to close, 
just a year short of the centenary of coal 
being discovered in the county. 

Mr Harrison added: “It’s been 25 years 
since the strikes and the communities are 
changing, although more dramatically in 
some places than others. 

“There has to be a steady influx of non-min¬ 
ing people by nature, but the change is often 
slower in isolated areas like Aylesham.”

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A LEADING figure in the Church 
of England and a close friend of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury is to 
retire after 40 years as a minister. 

Dr Stephen Venner, the Bishop of Dover and 
Bishop in Canterbury, is stepping down after 
10 years as leader of the diocese. 

The Bishop said he had witnessed enormous 
changes during his time as a bishop and said 
since the new Archbishop of Canterbury’s 
arrival in 2003 there had been “a real spirit of 
hope and confidence around the place”. 

Dr Venner will be 65 in the summer and said 
he felt it was the right time to go while he still 
has the “energy” to pursue other activities in 
the Church and in education. 

The departure of Dr Venner, who is also 
Bishop of the Falkland Islands, comes at a 
time when the Anglican Church is on the 
brink of schism over the issues of homosexual¬ 
ity and the ordination of women as bishops. 

To outsiders the split appears to be between 
traditionalists and liberal members, but the 
Bishop said: “I would not give 
myself a label. But what I would say, 
which is very important, is that one 
of the gifts of Canterbury and privi¬ 
leges of working here is that 
Canterbury with its Archbishop are 
real forces for unity in the Anglican 
Communion.” 

He said when bishops from differ¬ 
ent parts of the Anglican Communion 
came together in Canterbury they 
relaxed and prayed together as 
friends because of their location. 

“The Lambeth Conference is a 
great example, being here the way 
people disagreed and agreed and 
built friendships and to decide that 
splitting up is not an option,” he said. 

Homosexuality 

However, many believe that 
recent developments, will spell the 
end of the Church as we know it. 

Dr Venner said: “I think there will 
be fractures, undoubtedly. There will 
be groups who decide they cannot 
work and live together closely, but 
what I think most people would say is 
if we cannot be veiy close friends let’s 
remain friends of some sort. I hope 
there will not be the sort of fracture 
where people go off in an angry way.” 

At last summer’s Lambeth 
Conference, Dr Venner wept during 
a debate about women bishops. 

He said: “I’ve spoken very publicly 
in the General Synod to say I per¬ 
sonally would want to see women

ordained, but I believe we have got 
to find a way of doing it while hold¬ 
ing on to those who believe this is 
not the right way forward.” 

In February this year the General 
Synod, the Church’s national 
assembly, agreed to send a draft law 
allowing women to be ordained as 
bishops for amendments. 

The first female bishop will not be 
ordained until 2014 at the earliest 
and the final form of the legislation 
could still be rejected. 

On the subject of homosexuality in 
the Church, Mr Veneer spoke in 
more general terms. 

He said: “If you are a bishop where 
being a homosexual is illegal you 
might well have different views than 
in a country where it is a welcomed 
and accepted by groups in society. 

“It is a debate that needs to go on 
and I do not think we are going to 
come to one conclusion that fits 
every section [of the Church].” 

Finally, after the recent celebra¬ 
tions to mark the 200th anniversary 
of Charles Darwin’s birth, KoS 
asked Dr Venner his views on the 
great scientist who lived and 
worked in Downe, near Orpington. 

“Evolution fits in very neatly with

our faith,” he said. The Bishop said 
the sequence of creation told in the 
first chapter of the book of Genesis 
was similar to Darwin’s evolution¬ 
ary ‘tree of life’. 

He said: “Darwin’s views are not 
accepted by anybody today, they 
have been revised by experience and 
further knowledge. 

“Things that scientists believed 
very fervently have now been super¬ 
seded by further knowledge. If sci¬ 
ence is searching for the truth then 
I do not think the Church has any¬ 
thing to fear because God is truth.” 

Valued 

Dr Rowan Williams paid tribute to 
his friend with whom he is said to 
have a ‘special relationship’. The 
Archbishop said he would be taking 
the unusual step of appointing a 
new Bishop of Dover before finding 
a new Bishop of Maidstone, where 
there will also soon be a vacancy. 

“All through my time as 
Archbishop, I have known that the 
work of the diocese is being guided 
with commitment, prayer and love 
by a colleague and friend whom I 
have deeply valued.” 

Dr Venner will retire in November 
and will move to Rochester with his 
wife Judy, a senior early years advis¬ 
er for Kent County Council, who 
intends to continue her work.

YOUNGSTERS throughout Kent 
at last received the news they had 
been waiting for when they were 
told if they had been accepted to 
their secondary schools of choice. 
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Letters telling them where they were likely 
to be educated for at least the next five years 
dropped onto doormats on Tuesday morning, 
while those who filled in online applications 
were emailed the previous afternoon. 

In Medway, 88.98 per cent of 3,181 children 
were accepted by their first-choice school 
while the figure for the rest of Kent was 78.5 
per cent of 16,277 who applied. 

The numbers were up on last year by 2.5 
per cent and 0.5 per cent respectively. 

The UK’s admissions process was criti¬ 
cised this week for being difficult for par¬ 
ents to understand, but education chiefs 
at Kent County Council feel their decision 
to move the Kent Test forward from 
January to September helped improve the 
situation. 

Cabinet member for education operations 
Cllr Mark Dance said: “The change to equal 
preferences last year made life simpler for 
parents and now, with the added benefit of 
parents having assessment information 
before they choose their schools, they are in a 
position to make informed decisions about 
their school preferences. 

“This year’s changes have made real 
improvements for Kent parents, ensuring a 
fair and open process. The continued uptake 
in online applications is a distinct success 


and now eases the process for more than one- 
in-three parents. 

“The offer letters clearly set out the next 
stage in the admissions process and I wish 
all the year six students the best of luck for 
the future and hope they enjoy secondary 
school life.” 

Pupils wishing to attend KCC secondary 
schools from September were asked to rank 
their top four choices, while those who wanted 
to study in Medway were allowed to give six. 

In Kent, 95.5 per cent of pupils were 
offered a place at one of their top four schools 
compared to 95 per cent last year. 

But there was disappointment for 773 
youngsters - or 4.5 per cent of the total - who 
were told they had not been accepted by any 
of their choices and were instead allocated a 
school. The figure last year was 840. 

Cllr Dance said: “It is pleasing that 95 per 
cent of parents have been offered a school of 
their choice. 

“Where the allocation does not make sense 
through distance or bad transport links, we 
have written personally to those families. 

“It is a legal requirement on the local 
authority to make an offer in case no alterna¬ 
tive place can be found.” 

In addition to the 16,277 pupils offered 
schools, a further 521 non-Kent residents were

Grammars pull in home hunters 


THE quality of Kent’s grammar 
schools is being used to tempt 
wealthy families into moving to 
the county. 

According to research by 
Email4Property.co.uk, the reces¬ 
sion is forcing parents to look for 
alternatives to private education 
and grammar schools are seen 
as the next best thing. 

Head of marketing Steven 
Lees said: “The quality of local 
schools has always been high 
on the agenda for families 


when choosing to move home. 

“However, in these times of 
restricted finance the specific 
requirements for children’s 
schooling have shifted for many. 

“As well as leading to a huge 
amount of competition for limit¬ 
ed school places, this shifting 
dynamic has also seen a 
renewed competitiveness in 
many local property markets as 
families clamour to secure a 
home within easy reach of the 
country’s top grammar schools.” 


Last week, Holmewood House 
prep school, which educates up 
to the age of 13 and is a 
common feeder to Tonbridge 
and Sevenoaks senior schools, 
announced it was in the middle 
of redundancy talks. 

Headteacher Andrew Corbett 
cited the recession, local com¬ 
petition and the decision of more 
parents to send their children to 
grammars at age 11. 

Bromley in particular has 
experienced a surge in interest 


from potential buyers, which 
could be due to the excellent 
reputation of schools such as St 
Olave’s and St Saviour’s 
Grammar. 

The Financial Times ranked 
that school as seventh in a top 
10 list of the England’s best, 
based on performances in core 
A-level subjects. 

The average price of a home

also accepted. There were 1,554 applications. 

Parents now have until March 26 to decide 
whether to accept or decline their offers. 

In Medway, eveiy child who applies is 
assured of being accepted to one of the schools 
from his or her top six. Of the 3,181 who did, 
173 lived outside of the towns. 

In addition to the 88.98 per cent who were 
offered places at their top choices, 6.63 per 
cent were accepted by their second choices 
and 1.66 per cent at their third. 

Director of children’s services Rose 
Collinson said: “In Medway we have a diverse 
school system and are keen to meet parents’ 
preferences for the kind of school which pro¬ 
vides the education which best fits the needs, 


interests and aspirations of their child. 

“Medway Council reviews its admission 
process every year. In recent years we have 
given parents the option of selecting up to 
six schools for their child in order of prefer¬ 
ence. Parents are now also told the results of 
their child’s Medway Test results before 
choosing a school. 

“This year the proportion of applicants allo¬ 
cated their first school preference is 89 per 
cent. This represents an increase compared 
with last year, at the same point in the admis¬ 
sions process. 

“Ninety-seven per cent of applicants 
have been allocated one of their top three 
preferences.” 


Places left unfilled 


NEARLY 100 places at Medway grammar 
schools will go spare in the forthcoming aca¬ 
demic year, it has been revealed. 

Education experts have blamed the 
Government’s complex 11-plus review and 
appeal system for children being deprived of a 
place at popular schools. 

Fort Pitt Grammar School, Chatham 
Grammar School for Boys and Chatham 
Grammar School for Girls all have extra 
spaces available for their September intake. 

According to latest figures released by 
Medway council the three schools have a total 
of 95 empty seats between them. 

Chatham Grammar School for Boys has a 
surplus of 37 places for the September, 2009, 
new school year, while Chatham Grammar 
School for Girls and Fort Pitt Grammar 
School, Rochester, have 32 and 26 spare 
places respectively. 

Kent independent education advice 
expert Peter Read said the places would not 
be taken up by ‘borderline’ students who 
had hoped to gain entry to a grammar 
school through the appeal process. 

Mr Read blamed this on Medway education 
chiefs’ refusal to allow applications for places 
at any school after March 31 - as is the case in 
the rest of Kent - and the Government’s com¬ 
plex appeal and review system. 

He said: “Parents are totally bemused by 
the complexities of the system and the lack 
of flexibility that has led to the situation 
where Medway grammar schools have so 
many vacancies between them. 

“This problem is exacerbated by the large 
number of children of grammar school abil¬ 
ity living in north and west Kent with no 
grammar place to go to, who could easily 
access these places. 

“The review and appeals system leads to 
huge amounts of stress and seems to present 
parents with deliberate obstacles. It seems 
perverse seats at popular schools are empty.” 

Children who fall short of the 11-plus pass 
mark can submit examples of their work to 
a panel of headteachers to review their case. 

This panel cannot consider special cir¬ 
cumstances - such as the death of a rela¬ 
tive, or illness. 

Parents can appeal against the panel’s 
decision, but must demonstrate that their 
findings were unfair. 


A Medway council spokesman defended 
the system, saying: “In Medway we have a 
diverse school system and we are keen that 
parents should express a preference for the 
kind of school which provides the education 
which best fits the needs, interests and 
aspirations of their child. 

“The Medway Test is not, therefore, about 
sorting out the passes from the failures - it 
is about determining which children are 
best suited to a selective education. 

‘To increase the proportion and lower the 
pass rate would undermine the whole point 
of having a selection criteria for our grammar 
schools by lowering entry standards and 
making the intake more comprehensive.” 
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Big rush to 
claim tickets 

TOURIST attractions throughout Kent will 
receive a welcome boost when the county’s 
third annual Big Day Out takes place later 
this month. 

On Tuesday 17,000 free tickets were made 
available for a range of venues across the 
county, with more than 10,000 snapped up 
within hours. The event on Saturday, March 
28, is co-ordinated by the Visit Kent team at 
Kent County Council. 

On Tuesday more than 160 people down¬ 
loaded their free pair of tickets within the first 
minute of them being made available and 847 
had gone within the first five. 

The figure rose to more than 6,795 in the 
first hour and 10,000 in the first five. 

Head of tourism Fran Warrington said there 
were plenty of tickets still available: “Some of 
the bigger attractions like Hever Castle and 
Chartwell went quickly but we’ve still got a 
few thousand tickets left. 

‘We’re very pleased with the speed at which 
they have been snapped up.”

A YOUNG filmmaker has won a 
national competition to make a 
short feature with the help of top 
directors. 

Tim Travers Hawkins, of 
Canterbury, was among five 
winners selected by youth ini¬ 
tiative CtrLAlt.Shift for his 
idea centred on the inmates at 
the immigration detention 
centre at Dover under the cat¬ 
egory War + Peace. 

“I think really it is a hugely 
symbolic place,” he said. “It 
used to be a military base and 
obviously the White Cliffs 
became a symbol of Britain in World War 
Two - of fighting against tyranny and sym¬ 
bolic of freedom. 

“So, it is quite pertinent that there should 
now be a prison on the White Cliffs holding 
people seeking that freedom.” 

The 24-year-old said that after studying 
film in Latin America at the University of 
Buenos Aires, his features have a “high level 
of participation with the people involved”. 

“In my work as a filmmaker I often stress 
what you do not always see in the mass 
media. I look for ways that allow people to 
express their own life rather than me choos¬ 
ing for them,” he said. 

Ctrl.Alt.Shift is part of the international 
charity Christian Aid, which works in some 
of the world’s poorest communities in 50 dif¬ 
ferent countries. 

The charity said it works where the needs 
are greatest, regardless of religion. Other cat¬ 
egories in the youth competition include the 
issues that CtrLAlt.Shift said it aims to high¬ 
light through the project - Aids + Stigma, 
and Gender + Power. 

Award-winning actor, director and screen¬ 
writer Noel Clarke, who won Bafta’s ‘rising 
star’ award this year, starred as Mickey 


Smith in Doctor Who, and found critical 
acclaim with his hard-hitting films 
Kidulthood and Adulthood, is among the 
mentors on the project. 

Mr Hawkins said he was looking forward 
to turning his vision for his film Western 
Heights into a reality with the help of the col¬ 
lective Shynola, who met while studying at 
the Kent Institute of Art and Design in 
Maidstone. 

Specialising in creating ani¬ 
mated music videos, the col¬ 
lective has worked with 
artists including Radiohead, 
Queens of the Stone Age, Blur 
and UNCLE. 

His idea is based on finding 
three detainees at Dover to 
compose a three-minute film 
that will then be turned into 
an animated documentary. 

He said: “I think the idea is 
not just to see asylum seekers 
as victims but to understand that a lot are 
talented and have a powerful and strong 
story to tell. 

“I want to find people who see it as an 
opportunity, it won’t change their situation, 
but people’s attitudes to the plight of people 
locked away there. It is important to make 
documentaries about these issues.” 

Mr Hawkins, who studied Spanish and pol¬ 
itics at Bristol University before heading to 
the Argentine capital to pursue film, said he 
was looking for artists with original and com¬ 
pelling ideas to create the animation. 

He added the feature had been designed to 
work around the small budget of £4,000 that 
the winners have to work with. 

The filmmakers will also get to produce 
soundtracks for their features with the help 
of the Mercury Prize nominated Young 
Knives as well as Shy Child, Metronomy, 
Jesca Hoop and The Thirst. 

The artists will also be playing at the pre¬ 
miere in London this May, which will see the 
thought-provoking shorts unveiled and offer 
a platform for major global issues to be show¬ 
cased.

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Man’s death live on CCTV

CCTV operators watched a home¬ 
less man die in toilets in Ashford 
but did nothing to summon help or 
medical aid, an inquest heard this 
week. 

Eric 'The Viking’ Hughes was found dead 
outside the public loos in New Rents in 
November, 2007. He was spotted by police and 
concerned shopkeepers in the hours leading 
up to his death and CCTV crews were advised 
to monitor his condition. 

But the council-run operators did not call for 
an ambulance even after a local businessman 
advised he did not think Mr Hughes would be 
able to survive a night in the cold. He was told, 
instead, simply to make him a cup of tea. 

Mr Hughes, a well-known figure in the town, 
had been sleeping rough for some time. The 
jury returned a verdict of death by misadven¬ 
ture after the three-day hearing. His body was 
found of November 9, 2007. 

Coroner Rachel Redman said the inquest 
was held to establish the facts around Mr 
Hughes’ death because it had implications for 
wider public safety. 

Mr Hughes, 52, who had a long-standing 
alcohol problem, was first seen by police the 
day before his death at around 3.30pm. After 
they checked his condition and were satisfied 
he was not injured they left the scene, asking 
CCTV operators to keep an eye on Mr Hughes. 

He remained in the area right up until his 
body was discovered the next morning in the 
shelter adjoining the toilets. 

During this time he was monitored by CCTV

operators in Ashford council’s control room. 

The night leading up his death, Mr Hughes 
was seen by Andrew Hollinson, at the time the 
owner of the Underside Bar opposite the toi¬ 
lets. He made radio contact on the Town Net 
Radio Service with CCTV control to warn 
them about his condition. 

The inquest was played a recording of Mr 
Hollinson’s conversation with the CCTV oper¬ 
ators. In it he said he did not think Mr Hughes 
would be able to survive in the cold until the 
next morning and might need an ambulance. 

Criteria 

He was told by the control centre Mr Hughes 
did not fit the emergency homeless criteria 
that would result in a council officer being sent 
out to check on him, but they suggested he 
make him a cup of tea to help him get warm. 

The court then watched CCTV footage of Mr 
Hughes being given tea by Mr Hollinson. The 
footage continued up until Mr Hughes’ last 
movement was seen at 5.50am. 

Dr David Rouse, the pathologist who carried 
out an autopsy on Mr Hughes’s body, said the 
most likely cause of death was hypothermia. 
He also said complications with alcohol had 
contributed to the death. 

Shirley Cunningham, a senior CCTV opera¬ 
tor based at the Ashford control centre, said 
she had monitored Mr Hughes on her screen 
many times over seven years. She said: “I 
never thought for a moment that would be the 
night that Mr Hughes was going to die.” 

The council’s CCTV operators said they 
knew many of the town’s homeless people well 


and in the past had provided cups of tea and 
blankets for them until they had been told to 
stop by management. 

Police began an investigation into the cir¬ 
cumstances around Mr Hughes’ death at the 
time, but no charges were made. 

At the time Ashford’s control room did not 
have a direct radio link with the police commu¬ 
nications monitoring centre in Maidstone. 

Gareth Recht, another CCTV operator on 
duty at the time, said he had been advised of 
Mr Hughes’ situation when he took over his 
shift and had continued to monitor him. 

He had met Mr Hughes in the town two days 
before his death and had given him some 
money to buy chocolate and some clothes. 

Had a member of the public made a 999 
call to alert authorities of Mr Hughes’s con¬ 
dition then, legally, an ambulance crew 
would have had to attend to him. 

A passer-by finally called for an ambu¬ 
lance the next morning, by which time he 
had already died. Medics confirmed his 
death at 7.48am. 

Mr Hughes’ wife, Virginia, from Beaver 
Court in Ashford, was in court to hear the 
outcome. The couple had separated years 
before his death. 

After the hearing an Ashford council 
spokesman said: “The council supports the 
actions of its staff, who like the police and 
other emergency services, provide 24-hour 
responses, often under extremely demand¬ 
ing circumstances. We are satisfied the 
monitoring centre staff on duty the night 
Mr Hughes died did all they reasonably 
could, as was heard during the inquest. 


“The CCTV monitoring systems and proce¬ 
dures have been operated correctly under the 
centre’s procedure manuals and Home Office 
and Security Industry Agency (SIA) guidelines 
and data protection requirements. 

“The council is however constantly seeking 
to improve the services the centre can provide 
by updating the technology used and review¬ 
ing its systems and will be looking closely at 
the findings of the inquest to see if there are 
any lessons to be learned.” 

The spokesman said Mr Hughes had previ¬ 
ously rejected three offers of accommodation 
from Ashford and Kent County Councils and 
had also rejected help to tackle his alcoholism.

Sierra Leone village wants to twin with the county 

Effo rts doubled to link 
with African namesake

THE CAMPAIGN to twin Kent 
with a small fishing village of 
the same name in Sierra Leone 
is gathering momentum. 

People from Sierra Leone living in the 
county have formed a self-help group called 
Kent Descendants Association (KeDA) to 
lead the ambitious bid to form links 
between the very different communities. 

Towns across the county are twinned 
with others abroad, such as Ramsgate and 
Chimay in Belgium, and Canterbury with 
Rheims in France, which were mainly set¬ 
up after World War Two to bring Europeans 
closer together. 

But campaign organisers believe the vil¬ 
lage of Kent, on a peninsula near the capi¬ 
tal Freetown, and people in our county 
could benefit from a more unusual twin¬ 
ning as the west African country struggles 
to recover from an 11-year civil war. 

Eamshaw Palmer, secretary of KeDA, is 
originally from Freetown and has just 
returned from a week-long trip to Kent vil¬ 
lage. He said: “As a starting point, KeDA 
will bring together the Sierra Leonean 
community living in Kent. It is important 
for Sierra Leoneans to play a key role in 
working with other stakeholders to make 
this project happen. 

“Although Kent village is small compared 
to Kent county, twinning will provide a 


focus on diversity. There is also a rich blend 
of shared history and Kent village was a 
major staging post for the British in the 
slave trade. Furthermore, Sierra Leone, 
being the jewel of the Crown Colony 
between 1808 and 1961, serves to illustrate 
the strong ties that exist between Britain 
and Sierra Leone.” 

KOS Media readers already have ties to 
Kent village following a campaign in which 
they donated a tonne of books for school- 
children in June, 2007. 

Mr Palmer told how he had visited the 
library where half of the books are kept and 
found they were well-used by the villagers, 
who have not forgotten the generosity of 
those who donated them. 

Development 

He said the aims of KeDA were to pro¬ 
mote the aspirations of Kent village and 
the surrounding area as well as working to 
help achieve the Millennium Development 
Goals there. The eight goals were agreed by 
world leaders and include gender equality, 
ending poverty, universal education, com¬ 
bating HIV/Aids and environmental sus¬ 
tainability by 2015. 

Mr Palmer said another aim was to raise 
the profile of the village and generate inter¬ 
est that could lead to investment bringing 
sustainable economic benefits to residents. 

Josie Renner, KeDA’s chairman, added: 
“Sierra Leoneans have a duty to act as 
ambassadors for their communities. 

“The world is a global village and the best 
way we can integrate is to learn about each

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FEARS a controversial French 
film could tempt more refugees to 
attempt to enter Britain illegally 
have been dismissed on this side 
of the Channel. 

The movie, Welcome, is about a likeable 
Kurdish immigrant who swims from Calais 
to Dover after failing on numerous occasions 
to sneak into the country via lorry or ferry. 

Police and council chiefs across the 
Channel criticised the film last week because 
they felt it presented breaching border con¬ 
trols as a “noble quest” and a “worthwhile 
task”. However, politicians in Kent said they 
did not think the movie would have any 
impact on the hundreds of refugees massed 
on the northern French coast hoping to enter 
Britain illegally. 

Dover Labour MP Gwyn Prosser said: 
“There’s nothing very wrong with trying to 
inject a little positive human interest into 
the vexed issue of asylum and immigration. 

“As to the criticism of the French authori¬ 
ties - nobody expects this film to trigger an 
explosion of asylum-seeking cross-Channel 
swimmers heading for Dover, and I think 
they should lighten up a bit.” 

The film has received positive reviews in 
France, with some describing it as a “likeable 
story about a downtrodden migrant achiev¬ 
ing his wishes against the odds”. 

It stars Firat Ayverdi as the refugee Bilal, 
while leading French actor Vincent Lindon 
plays the part of a man who aims to impress

his girlfriend by helping his new acquain¬ 
tance cross the Channel. 

While the Calais authorities do not like the 
idea of audiences rooting for Bilal to achieve 
his dream, UK shadow immigration minister 
Damian Green said he did not think it was a 
worthwhile grievance. 

The Ashford MP said: “The truth is that 
lots of people make films about controversial 
subjects, but to treat fiction as though it 
could be fact is often foolish. 

“I don’t think censoring a film like this is 
going to achieve anything. The way to stop 
refugees thinking it’s likely they will be able 
to enter Britain illegally is to toughen up our 
borders. The facts will determine whether it’s 
an attractive option.” 

A spokesman for the UK Border Agency, 
which is run by the Home Office, said she 
was unable to comment on the film but 
pointed to statistics that show such illegal 
Channel-crossings are unlikely to succeed.

She said: ‘We have a proud tradition of 
granting protection to people who need it, but 
people should claim asylum in the first safe 
country they arrive in. 

“Our border security starts overseas, before 
people even set foot on British soil. We work 
with the French to ensure people do not dodge 
our borders, and our juxtaposed controls mean 
we can stop people before they try to come to 
the UK illegally. 

‘We stopped more than 88,500 attempts to 
cross the Channel illegally in the last five years, 
about 61,000 of those were at Calais alone.”

THE early life of a Kent-born 
Nobel Prize winner and other ‘neg¬ 
lected’ celebrities from the county 
are being rediscovered. 

Michael Barton has launched a personal 
mission to learn more about his second-cousin 
Sir Derek Barton, who won the accolade for 
his work in organic chemistry. 

And he explained how along the way he has 
uncovered other notable figures bom in his 
home town of Gravesend. 

“His family were artisans, they were carpen¬ 
ters and joiners,” he said. “The cousins set up 
the timber business, WR Barton & Sons, and 
employed my father as the manager in 
Gillingham. 

“They went from entrepreneurs to man¬ 
agers. That generation were not academics, so 
he would have been the first person to go to 
university and I was probably the second. His 
background is very interesting.” 

A wealth of information can be found about 
Sir Derek’s work, which was in an area called 
‘conformational’ analysis and changed our 
understanding of every organic molecule. 

After his death from a heart attack in 1998,

the Royal Society said he was “the most distin¬ 
guished British organic chemist of his genera¬ 
tion”. His early education and life in Kent, 
from his birth in 1918 until he won a scholar¬ 
ship to Imperial College in London, is not well 
documented, Mr Barton said. 

“My daughter and I have started to explore 
our family history and discovered all kinds of 
things,” he said. “It takes a lot of time but 
things have started to emerge. We have this 
famous cousin from Gravesend, which I do not 
think anybody realises. 

“He had a major impact on the world of 
organic chemistry but the town has not recog¬ 
nised it and that is what struck us.” 

During his research, Mr Barton said he also 


found that Thom Gunn, the major poet whose 
contemporaries included Sylvia Plath and Ted 
Hughes, had been bom in Gravesend in 1929. 

He had extraordinary parents including a 
mother, who was a left-wing socialite and for¬ 
mer journalist, and his father was a well- 
known editor of the tabloid Daily Sketch. 

Their divorce and his adored mother’s even¬ 
tual suicide were recorded in one of his late 
poems, The Gas Poker. 

Gunn lived and worked in the USA. Mr 
Barton said: “He does not seem to have any 
close association with Gravesend. However, 
further research may unearth details about 
the lives of his parents in the town.” 

He found that influential Telegraph journal¬ 
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ist and poet Sir Edwin Arnold was also bom in 
Gravesend, in 1832, and went to King’s School 
in Rochester before University College Oxford. 

He enjoyed commercial success with his 
most famous poem, Light of Asia. Edwin 
Lester Lincoln Arnold, Sir Edwin’s son, was 
bom in Swanscombe in 1858 and also became 
a journalist before writing the seminal science 
fiction novel Gulliver of Mars. 

Mr Barton said he hoped these noted fig¬ 
ures, including Sir Derek, would be honoured 
on Discover Gravesham, a virtual museum 
about the area’s heritage that has been set up 
by the local authority in place of the real 
museum, which was shut last year. 
“Eventually I hope they will expand those 
famous people listed on the site and add 
Thom Gunn and Sir Derek into those 
archives,” he said. His renowned relation, 
who won the Nobel Prize in 1969 and was 
knighted in 1972, was sent to Tonbridge 
School in 1932 until the sudden death of 
his father in 1935, when he left with no 
qualifications. 

Mr Barton said: “He had no qualifications 
until he was 18, when he went to the techni¬ 
cal college at Gillingham and gained qualifi¬ 
cations that allowed him to gain a scholar¬ 
ship to Imperial College.” 

Mr Barton is trying to find out more about 
Sir Derek’s time at college in Gillingham to 
discover how someone from a fairly modest 
background went on to add a third dimen¬ 
sion to chemical analysis that proved cen¬ 
tral to research on chemicals and dmgs for 
decades. Tonbridge School had recently 
named its library after Sir Derek, he added.

Town shaken 
up by latest 
earthquake

FOLKESTONE was hit by an 
earth tremor this week - almost 
two years after the town was 
shaken by an earthquake. 

It hit at about 2.30pm on Tuesday, 
causing some schools to be evacuated as 
a precaution, though in the end no-one was 
injured and no buildings damaged. 

The British Geological Survey said the 
tremor was measured at 2.8 on the Richter 
scale and struck in the same 
location as the quake on Saturday, April 28, 
2007, which registered 4.3 on the scale. 

The spokesman said: “This was signifi¬ 
cantly smaller. It’s a small event by UK and 
world standards and we would expect about 
10 of these per year in the UK.” 

Mr B Fuller, a design-technology teacher 
at Harvey Grammar School in Cheriton 
Road, said: “It was like the tremor felt two 
years ago. When it happened, someone hit 
the fire alarm to evacuate the school. 

“Some of the pupils asked me if it was 
physics -1 said no, it sounds like we have to 
get out of the school.” 

According to pupils, books fell off the 
shelves and another teacher said she 
thought a forklift truck had hit the side of 
the building.

Pupils from Harvey Grammar School 
were sent home at about 2.45pm. 

Kent Police and Kent Fire and Rescue 
Service received no reports of structural 
damage or injuries. 

Damage caused by the 2007 earthquake 
cost millions of pounds to repair and left 
hundreds of people in emergency accommo¬ 
dation. 

The foundations of the town shook as the 
quake, which measured 4.3 on the Richter 
scale, struck in what was the largest tremor 
to hit Britain since 2002. 

Experts said its epicentre was 7.5 miles 
off the coast in the English Channel and 
tremors could be felt across Kent, even 
reaching as far as Calais and Brussels on 
the other side of the Channel. 

The quake left thousands of homes in the 
Folkestone and Dover area without power. 

The old clock on the former town hall, 
which is powered by electricity, stopped at 
8.13am - the exact minute the quake hit. 

Evacuated 

Energy companies investigated 300 
reports of gas leaks in the area. 

Deal, Dover and Ashford were also affect¬ 
ed by the quake, although most of the dam¬ 
age centred on Folkestone, where homes in 
five streets were evacuated because of 
structural damage including cracked walls 
and fallen chimneys. 

Emergency beds were set up in 
Folkestone’s Salvation Army centre, where 
volunteers comforted shaken residents 
after 1,500 homes were damaged. 

Almost 1,000 children had to stay at home 
as fire crews investigated masonry cracks 
and ceiling damage at the Harvey 
Grammar School for Boys. 

One woman in her 30s suffered a minor 
head injury and neck pain, but there were 
no major casualties. 

Market trader Kevin Simpson was setting 
up his stall as the quake hit and told how he 
heard a rumble and felt the ground shake. 

“I was just setting up at the market and it 
was like time stood still for a moment,” he 
said. “I felt the ground shake uncontrollably 
under my feet.” 

After the quake, experts at the British 
Geological Survey warned that the quake 
could be leading up to an aftershock of a 
magnitude of 3.3 on the Richter scale. 

Seismologists said aftershocks could not 
be predicted but generally reached a level of 
one less on the Richter scale than the initial 
tremor.

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Troops are bringing change 


O NE of the major jobs of the 
Princess of Wales Royal 
Regiment based just a few hun¬ 
dred yards from Taliban lines 
in Afghanistan’s Helmand Province 
is winning the trust of local residents. 


Reporter NICK AMES has been accompanying troops in Afghanistan from two 
Kent-based regiments - the 2nd Gurkha Rifles from Folkestone and Canterbury’s 
Princess of Wales’ Royal Regiment. They are based in Helmand Province at the 
town of Musa Qa’leh which was retaken from the Taliban last year, and at Patrol 
Base Minden, which is just 100 yards from the insurgents’ frontline... 




INTERACTING: Kent soldier helps relations by talking to local Afghans 


Afghans who have known nothing 
but strife for years are contacted by 
the Kent regiment’s patrols in a 
‘hearts and minds’-style initiative 
aimed at showing the benefits a 
secure environment can bring to lives 
which have been largely unchanged 
for generations. 

The troops go with interpreters 
and specialists who talk to young 
and old about what the future could 
hold for them if stability comes to 
their war-tom land. 

With the constant knowledge that 
Taliban spotters - or ‘dickers’ - are 
watching their every move, the 30- 
strong patrols look to meet as many 
people as possible to talk about voter 
registration, British-backed radio 
stations, the benefits of law and 
order and education for the young - 
with girls a particular priority. 

I joined one such ‘reassurance’ 
patrol from Forward Post Minden, a 
mud structure bought by the British 
Army from a local family. 

Lead by Lt Giles Walsh with two 
Pashtu speaking interpreters and 
Arabic-speaking Corporal Mohamed 
Mohsin Shah, the patrol set off on 
foot - with machine gunners and 


infantrymen screening its progress. 

The first stop outside the base was 
where a village elder and children 
had gathered. 

Afghan tea was immediately 


offered and accepted - a watery brew 
with rather harsh leaves called chai. 

Sergeant Simon Palmer of the 
RAF Regiment works with the locals 
and even encourages them to come 


to the base with complaints. 

Damage caused by the troops is 
the most common gripe - but even 
Sgt Palmer’s patience is tested when 
15 Afghans turn up demanding dol¬ 
lars for damages to the same private 
tree. 

‘Salaam Aleikum’ (God be with 
you) is always his greeting. 
Sometimes the response is half¬ 
hearted, but this time my camera 
breaks the ice as children gather 
around to see pictures of themselves. 

Sgt Palmer talks about voting and 
asks whether it is poppy (drugs) or 
wheat the farmers are growing. 

A lively discussion ensues, but the 
troops are encouraged by a child car¬ 
rying a United Nations notebook 
which he is using to learn to read 
and write. 

The locals like the radio - especial¬ 
ly the Pashtu music. Sgt Palmer 
suggests Bollywood should be 
played as well, but there’s a shake of 
the head. 

The patrol proceeds past home¬ 
stead compounds to a dirt road 
where a car comes speeding along. 


Lt Walsh issues a crisp order “stop 
that vehicle”. It turned out to be a 
taxi - “from where to where” ask the 
bemused troops. 

Then along came a rare site - a 
woman on her own in full burqa, 
covered from head to foot. 

Next along was a bearded mullah 
- or local preacher. He starts to talk 
to the troops resting by the side of 
the road. 

Lt Walsh calls up Cpl Shah and 
Urdu speaking interpreter Noori 
Hameedullah to try and find out 
what he is saying. 

His name is Mullah Achmed and 
he has a message which Noori trans¬ 
lates as follows: “He’s saying peace 
and goodwill to all men - whether 
they are from England, Afghan or 
America. 

“All can come to God - otherwise 
they go to hell.” 

Back to camp and nothing else 
takes place. At the debriefing Sgt 
Palmer says: “Not a bad atmosphere 
out there,” and morale leaps as the 
officers offer to cook spag boll with 
Parmesan.

THE headquarters of the 2nd Gurkha Rifles in 
Musa Qa’leh, Afghanistan is a far cry from the 
home comforts of Shorncliffe, near Folkestone. 

The secure compound is ringed by barbed 
wire while the town and the delights of its 
bazaar are strictly off limits. 

An outdoor and indoor gym, satellite TV and 
endless cigarettes are the main comforters. 

But the situation is improving as the level of 
security gets better and residents increasingly 
go about their business without fear of attacks 
- such as the suicide bomber who killed the 
deputy police chief on December 1 last year. 

And in order to act effectively in the area the 
troops have acquired some unusual local allies. 

The district governor, Mullah Salaam, is a 
former high ranking Taliban commander who 
realised the futility of years of armed conflict 
and opted to put his considerable weight 
behind the British-backed reconstruction of 
the devastated town and its surroundings. 

And the chief of the local Afghan National 
Police, known to all as Commander Koka, is a 
former Mujahadeen fighter who battled the 
invading Russian Red Army when it stormed 
across the border in 1979 - only to ignomin- 
iously retreat back to the Soviet Union a 
decade later. He is an imposing figure to the 
locals and famous for his dyed red henna 
hands, which make it looks as if he has dipped 
them in blood. But actually they are a fashion 
statement. 

“They make me look young,” he said. “I’m 
getting on so I need help in that area.” 

Another valuable ally is the Afghan National 
Army, quartered next door to the Gurkhas 
themselves in a reinforced compound and 
under the command of Captain Mohammad 
Mobin. They conduct patrols and are an

increasingly effective fighting force. 

All parties get together in an effort to bring a 
new form of justice to the locals in the area - 
rather than just cutting people’s hands off. 

Compensation claims for damage caused by 
troops are discussed in the district governor’s 
office while the first stage of law enforcement 
takes place in what is called a ‘shura’ or meet¬ 
ing in the headquarters building. 

The police in the town are a newly-formed 
organisation and some live in fear of death 
notices pinned to their doors in the dead of 
night or posted on the walls of mosques warn¬ 
ing of threats to themselves and their families. 

Despite this they turn up for work on a 


regular basis and say they are proud to be part 
of efforts to stabilise the country, putting the 
lives of them and their families on the line for 
just £120 a month. 

Cmdr Koka said: “We are all in this together. 
Afghans, whether they are soldiers or police, 
British, Gurkhas and anyone else who comes 
here to help. The Taliban issue threats to my 
men, but 99 per cent turn up. 

“Our job is to collect evidence against peo¬ 
ple who are against us and put them in jail.” 

A criticism of the ANP from other members 
of the International Security Assistance Force 
(the multinational effort in the country) is that 
rather than collate the evidence and then 


make an arrest they pull a suspect in and then 
try to justify their actions. 

Frequently this means those who they say 
they know are insurgents are just let go as 
there is nothing which will result in a success¬ 
ful prosecution in the courts. 

When evidence is gathered it goes before a 
group including Captain Toby Jackman of the 
Royal Gurkha Rifles and Foreign and 
Commonwealth Office representative James 
Donally as well as members of the Royal 
Military Police. 

Capt Jackman said: “We are making 
progress - the very fact that there is a legal 
process in place shows that.” 


Helping keep supply line open 


THE Gurkhas are playing a vital role in keep¬ 
ing supply lines open to remote bases across 
war-tom Afghanistan. 

The Nepalese troops have been carrying out 
escort duties to convoys of heavy vehicles 
laden with materials necessary to keep the 
Forward Operational Bases (FOBS) manned 
by British and American forces. 

Based at the British Army’s Camp Bastion, 
they have been on the road for days at a time 
braving mines, rocket-propelled grenades 
and small arms fire from Taliban insurgents 
desperate to keep supplies from reaching the 
hard-pressed Allied troops. 

The commander of the troops at Bastion, 
Colonel Andy Maynard, praised the soldiers as 
playing a vital part in the effort to combat the 
insurgency. 

“I’m proud to have the Gurkhas working as 


part of the combined effort we are seeing 
here,” he said. 

“They have a very high standard of selection 
and so the standards they bring here are 
exceptional.” 

“I take a paternal pride in their efforts and 
am always there to welcome them back and 
congratulate them on a job well done.” 

The Gurkhas are detailed to operate 
armoured vehicles which run alongside the 
convoys of up to 60 vehicles which can be 
slowed to just four miles an hour in deep sand. 

With no roads across the desert they fan out 
and patrol far ahead, searching out likely 
ambush spots and areas where improvised 
explosive devices can be left by Taliban fighters. 

These homemade bombs have caused death 
and injury to numerous troops and are one of 
the most serious threats Allied troops face.

How sites will be chosen

A GANG of international 
drug traffickers have been 
jailed for conspiracy to 
supply more than three 
tonnes of cannabis worth 
£10 million. 

Businessman Keith Morez, 60, from 
Sevenoaks, and his unemployed fellow 
gang members Chris Brown, 55, from 
Greenhithe, and Gerard Dutton, 61, 
from Suffolk, were each given 10-year 
sentences at Kingston Crown Court. 

The Metropolitan Police’s Projects 
Team spent several months investigat¬ 
ing the organised criminal network, 
which involved importing and supply¬ 
ing cannabis from southern Spain, as 
part of Operation Cromer. 

Contacts 

Det Insp Grant Johnson said: “This 
group was highly organised in the way 
they imported drugs. 

“They used criminal contacts in the 
UK and Spain, going out of their way 
to disassociate themselves from the 
cargo by using false companies and 
deliberately deceiving legitimate 
haulage companies.” 

The Met’s Projects Team passed 
intelligence onto Her Majesty’s

Drug traffickers jailed 
over three tonnes of 

cannabis worth £10m 


registered lorry in April last year find¬ 
ing 1.5 tonnes of cannabis resin with a 
street value of around £4.2m. 

The lony was seized in Coquelles 
Port in Normandy, France, and had 
been travelling from Murcia in Spain, 
bound for the UK. 

The drugs were found hidden in six 
pallets of floor tiles when the vehicle 
reached England. 

In July last year, another Spanish- 
registered lorry was stopped by 
HMRC officers at the Port of Dover 
where they discovered 1.56 tonnes of 
the now class-B substance worth 
around £4m that had been hidden in 
pallets of‘dressed stone’. 

Intelligence from the seizures led 
Guardia Civil Grupo de Drogas officers 
to search a warehouse in southern 
Spain where a further 690 kilos of 
cannabis valued at £ 1.93m was 
found. 

DI Grant Johnson said: “Both of 
these lorry loads were significant 
seizures, headed for the streets of the 


capital and these sentences are testa¬ 
ment to how seriously both the police 
and judicial system, take this danger¬ 
ous, newly reclassified, class-B drug.” 

Morez, of Billet Hill, ran a legitimate 
traffic management company but was 
found to be a senior member of the 
drug network, the Met said. 

He acted as Brown’s right-hand 
man, liaising with criminals in Spain 
and was responsible for transporting 
the drugs once they reached the UK. 

Police arrested him in October last 
year while he was in his car on the A20 
in Kent. He pleaded guilty on Januaiy 
13 this year before sentencing at 
Kingston with the other men last 
Friday. 

Detectives found that Brown was in 
total control of the importation side of 
the trafficking and actively involved in 
both lorry hauls of drugs seized. 

He was seen meeting face-to-face 
with Spanish drug suppliers and 
kept in telephone contact with Morez 
and Dutton. 


Brown was arrested in his car near 
the Dartford Bridge in July last year. 

Dutton set up two fake companies so 
the gang could use them to employ 
legitimate haulage companies to 
import the loads of cannabis from 
Spain into the UK. 

He was arrested in north Yorkshire 
in July last year. Police said the lorry 
drivers and haulage companies 
involved in the case were innocent vic¬ 
tims and had been duped into believ¬ 
ing they were carrying genuine loads 
of tiles and stone. 

Bob Gaiger, a spokesman for HMRC, 
said: “This is a perfect example of 
the successful working partnership 
that exists between the Met Police and 
HMRC. 

“We will continue to work together 
to prevent drugs from entering the 
UK and harming our communities. 
We will not only focus on those trans¬ 
porting these deadly drugs, but also 
those who mastermind and finance 
this illegal activity.” 


Jail term doesn’t get in way of my 
integrity, says would-be politician 


RAMSGATE businessman Tim 
Garbutt has brushed aside claims 
that a spell in prison last year could 
stop him standing for Parliament. 

The restaurateur and advertising 
agency owner spent six weeks in prison 
after a dispute with another company 
over the registering of a name. 

He had been sentenced to six 
months for contempt of court but 
walked away early after high- 
profile lawyer Giovanni Di Stefano 


became involved in his case. 

Mr Garbutt had chosen to be jailed 
rather than let Integrity Design 
Management - which had objected to 
him using the name Integrity for his 
company - force him to drop the word 
via the courts. 

Since last month’s announcement 
that Mr Garbutt will stand as an 
Independent Green for Thanet South 
in the next general election, some isle 
politicians have questioned his eligi¬ 


bility to contest the seat, having spent 
time at Her Majesty’s pleasure. 

However, Mr Garbutt said: “It was 
a civil offence, not criminal, and for 
an MP it’s a 12-month criminal 
sentence or over - and that can be 
waived anyway.” 

After his release from prison, Mr 
Garbutt changed the name of his 
agency to Sincerity but is still hop¬ 
ing to have the conviction quashed 
completely.

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Fascist sy mp athiser was sent to Dunkirk in bid to expose others

AN ANTIQUES dealer turned 
fascist became an unsuspect¬ 
ing spy for the British during 
World War Two, according to 
secret files just made public. 

Ralph Dawson was a gunner and regu¬ 
larly handed out traitorous leaflets to the 
other men, according to reports. 

But intelligence officers saw a chance to 
use Dawson to expose other Nazi sympa¬ 
thisers, so they sent him to the frontline 
at Dunkirk from his Army base in 
Margate. The papers said he was a man 
who relished Nazi military victories and 
actively spread the fascists’ message. 

He did not want the Allies to win the 
war and distributed material for Oswald 
Mosley’s British Union of Fascists - the 
notorious Blackshirts. 

But it seems he was played at his own 
game, according to the National Archives 
papers. Dawson joined the BUF in 1939, 
just before war broke out. He was recruit¬ 
ed by a customer, Lady Pearson, who was 
the BUF’s secretary. 

Dawson joined up for service in 1940 
but was distributing the far-right group’s 
magazine, Action, to other soldiers. 

The security service papers reveal 
Dawson, from Canterbury, was sent to 
the front in the hope he might expose 
other fascist sympathisers. 

His record in the Army was “particular¬ 
ly bad”, his file stated, and he could not 
“be trusted to behave loyally”. 

A Home Office note said: “He told

another bombardier he was a leading mem¬ 
ber of an organisation whose object was the 
destruction by revolution of the system at 
present in force in this country. 

“Dawson also said it would be unfortunate 
if Britain were to win the war outright. He 
had also been heard to say that he would 
refuse to fight abroad.” 

Another file recorded that: “On 28/5/40 we 
received a third report that Dawson, on hear¬ 
ing news of enemy advances, openly exhibit¬ 
ed delight.” 

A note in his security service file said: “After 
being transferred to Dunkirk from Margate, 
it was thought that Dawson, if given enough 


latitude, may incriminate others as well as 
himself in affairs that were detrimental to 
HM Government.” 

The Dunkirk plan never led to others being 
exposed and Dawson was sent to jail for a 
short time in 1941. After his release, police 
found a membership certificate for a group 
called the Hail Mosley Fight ’Em All 
Association. Dawson was jailed again, but 
released in March, 1942, because his mother 
had terminal cancer. He was banned from 
Kent and forced to report fortnightly to the 
police. But the following month Canterbury 
police said they had a “very strong suspicion” 
that he had daubed fascist slogans around 


the city. He was also the composer of a right- 
wing song, Hymn to Britain, which was used 
at BUF meetings. After the war Dawson per¬ 
formed at theatres across the country as an 
actor, using the stage name Gerald Murrell, 
and penned an anti-Semitic book called Lord 
Over All The Land in 1947. 

The authorities were sufficiently worried 
about his activities that he was watched until 
at least 1951, where the current released file 
ends. What happened to Dawson after this 
time is shrouded in mystery. But a 
spokesman for the National Archives said: 
“These files are not released if the individual 
is alive, or is believed to be alive.”

A WOMAN driver has been killed and two 
passengers have been injured after the car 
they were travelling in spun out of control.

AN INTREPID trio are literally 
singing for their suppers as part of a 
six-month walk from Kent to Wales. 

Brothers Ed and Ginger Stevens left 
Canterbury with friend Will Parsons without a 


penny to their names last week, and are 
instead relying on their repertoire of folk 
songs to earn them cash for food and drink. 

As 27-year-old Will explained, it is a tech¬ 
nique which has worked well for them in the 
past: “The last time we did something like 
this, we soon ran out of money and so start¬ 
ed singing on the streets. 

“The first time we did it we ended up with 
a handful of golden coins, so we thought we 
would just carry on and see how far we could 
get. People would come up to us and ask us if 
we knew this song or that, and we soon 
learned lots of new ones. 

“Folk music is the oldest form of music in 
the land, and it’s still incredibly popular 
among many people. 

“Ed and Ginger are both quite good singers 
and I’m OK, but I think it’s the content of the 
songs themselves that the people we’ve per¬ 
formed to have really enjoyed.” 

As well as singing and learning new folk 
material, the friends are also researching 
plants, herbs and local traditions as they 
make their way to Wales. 

Everything they find will be documented at 
www.awalkaroundbritain.com. 

While the trio have booked time off work to 
carry out their expedition, Will admitted 
they were not following any maps to help 
them reach Wales quickly. 

He said: ‘We don’t have a route and we 
don’t know where we’re going. Local knowl¬ 
edge is key and people know their areas bet¬ 
ter than we do, so we’ll just ask for advice. 

“We’ve just had to leave our jobs and our

girlfriends behind for a few months because 
this is what we want to do for a while. 

“A lot of people on our travels have told us 
they would like to do the same but can’t 
because they are married, can’t get the time 
off or whatever.” 

Although the friends are fully prepared to 
camp throughout their journey, Will said 
they have so far spent more evenings sleep¬ 
ing in strangers’ houses. 

He said: ‘We’ve been completely surprised. 
I had no idea there was such a thing as 
British hospitality -1 thought it was a myth 
or something out of The Hobbit but it’s been 
amazing how much help we’ve been given. 

“This is actually a very kind land and peo¬ 
ple are not afraid to offer help and advice 
when they see fit. 

We were down to just £7 the other night, 
but after singing in a pub we left with a meal 
in our stomachs and £50 in our pockets.”

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Anger at Kingsnorth delay

ENERGY Secretary Ed Miliband 
has been criticised for further 
delaying a decision on whether to 
allow a controversial coal-fired 
power station at Kingsnorth. 

Green campaigners, residents and politi¬ 
cians alike have been waiting since the 
beginning of the year to see if the plans will 
receive the go-ahead, but have now been told 
a decision is still months away. 

The Government was originally going to 
give its answer on completion of a review 
into the readiness of carbon capture and 
storage (CCS) technology, but a second con¬ 
sultation on the UK’s coal policy has now 
also been announced. 

Shadow energy secretary and Tunbridge 
Wells MP Greg Clark said: “The history of 
Labour’s energy policy is one delay after 
another and now Mr Miliband is following 
this tradition of weakness and complacency. 

“Less than three years after the last 
Government energy review, Mr Miliband is 
having another one. 

“Instead of yet another review, the 
Government should adopt the Conservative 
policy of ensuring that CCS is fitted to all 
new coal-fired power stations. Only decisive 
action can guarantee our energy security 
and fulfil our climate change commitments. 

“Labour’s delay will put both of these objec¬ 
tives in peril.” 

Energy companies have warned that with¬ 
out new coal-fired power stations, the UK 


would have to increase its reliance on natu¬ 
ral gas - a scenario that would leave the 
country increasingly exposed to price volatil¬ 
ity and reliant on imports from countries 
such as Russia. 

Countries throughout Europe were hit by 
Russia’s decision to cut gas supplies to 
Ukraine earlier this year in a dispute over 
allegedly unpaid bills. Thousands of homes, 


businesses and schools were left without 
heating as a result. 

But coal-fired power stations are hugely 
controversial, with campaigners claiming 
the pollution levels are unacceptable and 
carbon capture technology has yet to be fully 
developed. 

South Thanet Conservative Laura Sandys 
is director of the think tank Security 


Futures, with special responsibility for ener¬ 
gy. She said: “The Government is dithering. 
If it made up its mind, rather than having 
another review, our energy security would be 
served. And if they made the right decision 
about carbon capture our environment 
would also be protected. 

“What is tragic is their indecision. Ten years 
of lack of clarity in the energy sector has 
pushed major operators and new green tech¬ 
nology companies abroad to work with gov¬ 
ernments that have a real energy strategy.” 

Kingsnorth is one of four UK power sta¬ 
tions earmarked to receive £200 million in 
funding from the European Commission to 
research CCS technology. 

It is also still in the running to receive 
grants from the British Government, which 
has committed to funding one CCS demon¬ 
stration plant, but has yet to decide which 
one. 

A Department of Energy and Climate 
Change official said: “A decision on 
Kingsnorth will follow the conclusion of the 
consultation on CCS readiness and the 
planned new consultation on a new frame¬ 
work for coal-fired power stations. 

“We are aware of the need to ensure secu¬ 
rity of energy supplies, which is why we are 
continuing to take decisions on applications 
that will ensure we have the capacity to 
meet future demand for energy. 

“For example, we recently consented to 
three new gas power stations capable of pow¬ 
ering four million homes, as well as the sec¬ 
ond largest wind farm in the world at Gwynt 
Y Mor, Wales.” 
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EPF to nominate Dunaeness 

for new nuclear power plant 

LAND next to Dungeness B power station will be nominated by owner EDF 
Energy as a possible location for a new nuclear plant. 

The Government is inviting suggestions from within the energy industry 
and EDF decided Dungeness was suitable after holding public meetings 
this year. 

External affairs director Richard Mayson said: “The feedback from the 
consultation was very positive. We believe Dungeness to be an excellent site 
for new nuclear build and we intend to nominate the land in the 
Government’s process to identify suitable sites for new nuclear power 
plants.” 

The deadline for nominations is March 31, after which a month-long 
consultation will be held so the public can have their say. 

If Parliament agrees Dungeness is suitable for another nuclear plant, EDF 
must put together a planning application that residents will also be able to 
give their views about. 

Dungeness B is a 1,200MW twin-unit power station that employs more 
than 500 full-time staff but is due to be decommissioned by 2018. 

A third reactor could produce a maximum output of 1,600MW - sufficient 
for about 2.5 million households - and provide jobs for up to 2,000 people 
during construction and between 300 and 400 throughout the following 60 
years.

A BABY monkey hand-reared by 
keepers at Port Lympne Wild 
Animal Park has found a new 
friend to play with. 

The tiny De Brazza was left a virtual 
orphan when its mother was left unable to 
care for it after having to give birth by caesar¬ 
ian section following a troublesome birth, so 
she has been given a cuddly toy to keep her 
company instead. 

Donated by the Build-A-Bear Workshop in 
Canterbury, the soft monkey is coloured 
brown like its real-life friend and has a 
heartbeat that is triggered when squeezed. 

Simon Jeffery, head of the primate section 
at Port Lympne, said there was a good 
chance the as yet un-named baby could fol¬ 
low in the footsteps of two other previously 
hand-reared infants Hoggle and Keymon. 

He added: “Eventually it is hoped that the 
baby will be able to join her parents, siblings 
and the rest of the troop. 

“Both Keymon and Hoggle were reintro¬ 
duced to the group successfully after a few 
months so we know from our previous record 
of hand-rearing primates that this works 
and it does ensure that they receive a good 
start in life.” 

Mr Jeffery had to make the quick decision 
to look after the baby when mother, Bamboo, 
had no option but to give birth by c-section. 

While she is recovering, her two other off¬ 
spring Ludo, two, and Hoggle, four, are being 
cared for by their 11-year-old father Tom.

In the meantime, the secluded baby is 
spending time in an area close to her family 
so she will recognise normal monkey habits 
and behaviour, as well as their noises and 
movements. 

Build-A-Bear manager Jonathan Cage 
stepped in to help the zoo out after he was 
made aware of the advantages of providing 
young primates in such circumstances with 
a toy to cuddle up to. 

He said: “We were delighted to do some¬ 
thing to help and hope the cuddly monkey 
will comfort her while she is not able to feel 
the warmth of her mum.” 


De Brazza’s monkeys - named after the 19th 
century French explorer Pierre Savorgnan de 
Brazza - are native to the central African wet¬ 
lands but are so good at hiding that there is not 
an accurate species count. 

One of the most colourful of all monkeys, 
they have a chestnut forehead, black limbs 
and white eyelids, muzzle and beard. When 
danger threatens they sometimes freeze to 
escape being noticed - a trait that is highly 
unusual in other primate species. 
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Online singles 
are putting a 
price on love 

SINGLE people in Kent are turning to online 
dating in their droves despite being too lazy to 
travel to meet potential matches. 

Maidstone-based Dateline Platinum reported 
a massive 430 per cent growth in enquiries 
between December and January, which it 
believes may be due to unattached men and 
women wanting to get to know each other before 
potentially wasting money by meeting up. 

However, the figure is in stark contrast to 
research released last month suggesting 
Kent’s singles were generally unwilling to 
travel more than 150 miles for a date. 

Dateline chairman Eddy Ankrett said the 
growth of the firm, which also offers a tradition¬ 
al offline service, was down to several factors. 

He said: “We have seen a huge increase in 
our membership over the last three months. 

“The New Year is always a particularly busy 
time for the dating industry, as many single 
people begin to look for new relationships with 
more determination after the romantic occa¬ 
sions of Christmas and Valentine’s Day. 

“But this year in particular, the credit crunch 
is also encouraging more people to use online 
services to look for a partner in a more cost-effec¬ 
tive way as meeting people for dinners, drinks 
and nights out can be veiy expensive.” 

According to a study of 1,500 unmarried 
adults by Vauxhall, the average distance love¬ 
seeking British singles drive each week to meet 
dates or a long-distance partner is 29 miles. 

Some 19 per cent of those questioned had 
met up with someone more than 150 miles 
from home, but Kent was not featured on a top 
10 list of the most pro-active singletons. 

On average, the furthest people will travel 
nationally is 63 miles.

THE EXCITEMENT and 
nerves are growing as 
schoolchildren prepare for 
a unique performance at 
the Royal Opera House. 

Pupils and staff from seven pri¬ 
mary schools from across the county 
have been busy rehearsing the new 
piece of choral theatre work, On the 
Rim of the World, which was special¬ 
ly composed for young voices. 

The performance at the iconic the¬ 
atre in London’s Covent Garden 
next Saturday is part of a project 
called Voices of the Future, which 
aims to promote the enjoyment of 
singing and invest in the amount of 
material suitable for young people. 

Cathy Snowdon, lead music 
teacher at Craylands Primary 
School in Swanscombe, said: “It has 
been a real experience for all of us. 

Improved 

“The children have got lots out of it 
and the fact they have been taught 
by Royal Opera House singers is 
just taking them onto the next level. 

“It has had such an effect on their 
singing, listening to them over the 
last few months the quality has 
improved a great deal.” 

Opera may not sound like the kind 
thing of many youngsters aged 
between eight and 11 would be 
interested in, but Mrs Snowdon said 
the months of rehearsals had seen 
a positive impact on the children’s 
behaviour. 

The 200-strong cast also went to 
see the classic fairytale Hansel and 
Gretel at the opera house last year, 
which showed them the main stage 
they would soon be performing on. 

Mrs Snowdon, who is among the 
staff members taking part in the 
opera along with her class, year five, 
said: “I think that it is helped by the 
director and vocal coaches because 
they have a really good way with the 


children. They were told that they 
have got to be ready to work.” 

She said one of the coaches had 
made a big impact on the boy in her 
class, she said: “I think it’s because 
they think he’s quite cool. I do not 
know how much it’s to do with the 
fact there is a man doing it.” 

On Monday, pupils from Horizon 
Primary School in Swanley trav¬ 
elled to London to be guests on 
BBC Radio 4’s children’s show Go 
For It for a programme about the 
project due to be aired on Sunday, 
March 8. 

The children from Kent have 
been given a rare opportunity 
because it is the first time a new 
musical work has been commis¬ 
sioned for young voices and per¬ 
formed on the main stage at the 
opera house. 

Mrs Snowdon said: “I think they 
will realise when they are older 
what a great opportunity it was 
because at the moment they are 
taking it in their stride. 

“I think it has just been a bril¬ 
liant experience for people. Not just 
the children but the adults as well. 
It has really unlocked the talents of 
some of the teachers and teaching 
assistants.” 


She said the work, which was 
composed by Orlando Gough, was 
really unusual and modern. 

It was inspired by themes of 
home, family life, sleep and dreams 
and deals with the transition from 
childhood to adulthood. 

Other schools taking part include 
Knockhall Community Primary in 
Greenhithe, St Eanswythes in 
Folkestone, Wincheap Primary in 
Canterbury and Lynsted and 
Norton in Sittingbourne. 

Kevin Rainey, education manager 
at the opera house is running the 
project, he said: “There are quite a 
few aims of the project. It is very 
much opening up the children to 
singing and operas as an option 
and something they can enjoy. 

“Music is not always an option for 
people because it is far too elitist or 
something they cannot take part in. 

“So, we want to get over that ini¬ 
tial barrier and dispel a few myths 
and get the children all enjoying it 
and taking part.”

Death shows case of 
turning a blind eye 

THE story of a homeless man who froze to 
death while CCTV operators looked on and 
failed to act is a shocking tale for our times. 

Despite police and nearby shopkeepers 
raising concerns for his safety this vulnerable 
man was allowed die an undignified death in 
a public toilet. 

The inquest this week heard evidence 
revealing how some people will go out of their 
way to help others, while some failed to act 
on the suffering showing on their screens. 

When concerns are raised about Britain 
being the most watched nation in the world, 
with CCTV cameras following our every move, 
we are told they are not invading our civil lib¬ 
erties they are for our protection and for our 
own safety. But their ‘watchful eyes’ failed to 
protect this man, even if it was from himself. 

Yes the cameras are there to help catch 
criminals, track terror suspects and in more 
Orwellian local authorities make sure rub¬ 
bish is put in the right bins. 

But in a quiet public loo in a Kent town 
where operators were not distracted why 
could they not have stepped in and used their 
omnipresence to save a man’s life? 

More power to girls 

TO mark International Women’s Day today 
Katherine Hamnett, the iconic fashion 
designer, who originally hails from 
Gravesend, is among the high-profile females 
taking part in a ‘girl power’ campaign. 

She is backing Because I Am A Girl, a 
campaign run by the children’s charity Plan, 
calling for an end to discrimination against 
girls in the developing world.

We need transparency 

There’ll be a high price to pay 
if KCC’s relationship with staff 
and the public breaks down, 
argues Labour’s Derek Smy th 



READERS will be aware of the 
controversy about staff pay at 
Kent County Council. 

On the one hand, there is the 
question of the one per cent ‘cost 
of living’ rise this year for the 
majority of council workers. On 
the other, there is the debate 
about pay and perks for senior 
executives. When we consider the 
one per cent offered to staff this 
year, people may wonder what 
the fuss is about. After all, we are 
in a global recession, surrounded 
by news of job losses, four-day 
weeks and pay freezes. 

In that context people ask, is 
one per cent really a bad deal? 
Don’t all council workers enjoy 
gold-plated pensions and hand¬ 
some reward packages anyway? 

Despite the headlines, not 
everyone who works for KCC can 
command a six-figure salary. In 
fact, two thirds of staff on the 
Kent Scheme pay scale earn 
between £11,691 and £20,716 a 
year, before deductions. 

These are some of the council’s 
most important employees. Not 
in terms of seniority, but in what 
they do for ordinary people every 
day. These are people such as 
cleaners, cooks, building and road 
repair workers, the library staff 
who show you where to find your 
favourite books and the teaching 
assistants who help your chil¬ 
dren learn to read. 

For these staff, even the two 
per cent uplift they were led to 
expect from KCC’s medium-term 
plan last year would have been a 


matter of a few hundred pounds. 
These are not people who can call 
on the services of a council chauf¬ 
feur or holiday in Barbados, 
Bermuda or the Bahamas. They 
are the people most likely to 
spend what money they have in 
local shops and on local services. 

If KCC was serious about back¬ 
ing Kent business, then as the 
county’s largest employer it 
would do everything possible to 
boost the spending power of its 
tens of thousands of employees, 
especially those at the bottom of 
the pay scale. 

Since fairer pay for the lowest 
earners isn’t just about recognis¬ 
ing hard work but also about 
stimulating local business, 
Labour members proposed an 
amendment to the council budg¬ 
et. We put forward plans to lift 
those employees on the lowest 
pay grade - £11,691 gross per 
year - up to the next grade, with 
a starting salary of £12,775. 

But because we accepted that it 
wouldn’t be right to expect the 
council taxpayer to pick up the 
tab, we also proposed KCC 
should target a five per cent 
reduction from ‘market premi¬ 


ums’ (essentially, what KCC 
believes it needs to pay to attract 
particular staff) and from the 
aggregate level of senior execu¬ 
tives’ pay. We suggested that 
KCC should carry out a review of 
all posts enjoying salaries above 
£70,547 to determine whether 
these posts and their full pay and 
reward packages continued to 
offer value for money. 

Yet the Conservatives voted 
our amendment down. This was 
despite their leader, Cllr Paul 
Carter, admitting he and his cab¬ 
inet were already considering 
proposals very like our first sug¬ 
gestion, the abolition of the low¬ 
est pay grade. So why did the 
Tories block our amendment? 

My feeling is that Labour’s sec¬ 
ond suggestion, the review and 
overall reduction of senior staff 
salaries, was the sticking point. 

Perhaps the review was reject¬ 
ed because it would have meant 
being open about the possibility 
that some senior staff could be on 
inflated wages. But KCC’s repu¬ 
tation is put in far greater danger 
by the Conservative leadership’s 
reluctance to bring transparency 
and restraint into executive pay 


and rewards. For example, an 
email sent to inform staff about 
the one per cent pay uplift gave a 
reassurance that chief officers 
would not take their bonuses this 
year - which very few people 
knew they could get at all. The 
ensuing furore even made it into 
the pages of Private Eye. As a 
councillor, I believe local democ¬ 
racy can and does work, but only 
if there is a good relationship 
between a council, its staff and 
local people. That is why I am so 
worried about the potential this 
controversy has to damage that 
relationship, and with it KCC’s 
reputation and that of local 
democracy in general. 

John Healey, the minister for 
local government, has said coun¬ 
cils will be forced by legislation to 
be more transparent about sen¬ 
ior staff pay. I hope the message 
is taken on board by KCC’s lead¬ 
ership before the three-way rela¬ 
tionship between the council, its 
staff and the people of Kent 
breaks down beyond repair.

ONE couple are defying the 
crunch by bringing a taste of 
London down to Thanet.

THE recession means more peo¬ 
ple are shopping in charity 
shops but fewer people are giv¬ 
ing as they hang on to their old 
clothes to save cash. 

Fashionistas in the south-east 
are planning to curb their spend¬ 
ing to become ‘recessionistas’ in 
2009, according to a survey by 
Cancer Research UK. 

Nearly half (46 per cent) the 
people in Kent will be spending 
less on clothes and accessories 
than they did last year in an 
effort to beat the credit crunch. 

Around a quarter (24 per cent)

The YouGov survey of more 
than 2,000 people revealed 77 
per cent of those in the south¬ 
east admit to having clothes in 
their wardrobes they never wear. 

However, only one in eight

Manufacturing at Cambridge 
University. 

Lorraine Kelly said: ‘We all 
know that times are tough, but 
this is an easy way to help raise 
money for charity. Each bag you 
donate could be worth up to £30, 
and this will go towards helping 
to fund Cancer Research UK’s 
important work. We all know 
someone who’s had cancer so I 
hope everyone has a good sort 
through their unwanted items 
and takes them down to their 
local Cancer Research UK shop.”

Don’t be bitter, there’s 

The credit crunch may be all doom and 
gloom - but there are still ways of raising 
ft smile. Nick Ames took time to look at 
some light-hearted ways to beat the 
economic blues and have a little fun, too 



EVERYDAY foods can be used in a variety 
of ways so let’s take lemons. 

They can be used as a cleaner - applying 
lemon juice directly to deposits of hard 
water residue in sinks can dissolve them 
and make a bowl looking sparkling and 
new. 

The juice can also be used to clean and 
shine brass and copper as well as making 
a good cleaning paste if mixed with vine¬ 
gar and baking soda. 

Adding the soda to half a lemon turns it 
into a tool to remove stains and scrub 
dishes clean. 

Lemon juice can even be used as a pol¬ 
ish for hardwood furniture if mixed with 
olive oil. 

Then of course you can consume it. Cut 
into little chunks placed in an ice tray and 
filled with water it makes a perfect accom¬ 
paniment to a gin and tonic. 

And finally when it is about to go off - 
pop it into the blender along with some 
ice, a bit of milk and water for an excellent 
smoothie. 


MOTORING is a major cost for 
many people so how about some 
ideas to cut petrol costs. 

Driving expert Tim Shallcross 
of the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists thinks that drivers 
can save around 40p a day by 
reversing into parking spaces. 

He says starting a trip by 
reversing out of the space 
bums up more fuel as a cold 
engines requires more petrol 
than a warm one. 

And as the reverse movement 
requires more maneuvering 
than going straight ahead more 
petrol is consumed in a short 
period of time before the engine 
heats up. 

Safety and saving can go hand-in-hand. 
Sticking to the speed limit means a saving 
of £12 on a 300 mile journey at 70mph 
rather than 80mph. 

Pumped up tyres keep down wear and 



tear and fuel costs and open windows on 
hot days are a more cost-effective measure 
than a fuel using air conditioning system. 

Lastly - planning a route in advance to 
ensure no detours and off peak travel to 
avoid jams not only costs less - it eases 
frustration too.

Customers can also save on their bills by 
making their homes more energy efficient, 
for example, energy-saving light bulbs use up 
to five times less power than incandescent 
ones.

A SLIGHT change in lifestyle 
choices could pay big dividends for 
families trying to beat the high cost 
of living.

• Experts recommend replacing those 
devices which are more than 20 years old or 
any that are experiencing problems. 

Savings in cost of bills will outweigh the 



initial outlay according to home economic ana¬ 
lysts. 

• Old fridges and freezers should also be 
replaced according to the findings for the same 
reasons - they use far more energy than new 
equipment. 

• Lastly homeowners should ensure that 
plugged-in appliances are turned off at the 
sockets when they are not in use and energy¬ 
saving lightbulbs are a must, they last much 
longer

A home energy check which assesses heat¬ 
ing requirements and recommends improve¬ 
ments in efficiency can also be done online.

Don’t bank on getting 
away with an overdraft 


AT a time when banks are feeling 
the pinch as much as anyone - if 
not more so - it is vital for savers to 
balance their books. 

Those who go overdrawn need to beware as 
banks will be quick off the mark when it comes 
to charging them cash penalties which can 
reach as much as £40 - half of which can be 
charged for just writing a warning letter. 

Charges have been imposed on millions of peo¬ 
ple across Britain, and in some cases they have 
been viewed as unfair by financial watchdogs. 

And at times of economic hardship they are 
the last things cash-strapped consumers want 
to fork out for. 

According to Money Expert, the penalty for 
exceeding an account limit has shot up some 
20 per cent over the last 12 months, with the 
typical levy now standing at around £30 every 
time this happens in an account. 

In such circumstances, struggling con¬ 
sumers may find that going overdrawn further 
hits their ability to meet payment responsibil¬ 
ities such as personal loans, credit cards or 
mortgage contributions. 

Customers who slip into minor difficulties 
can see a mountain of debts pile-up, as banks 
charge £20 or more to send a letter and charge 
large amounts for going into overdrafts and 
missing direct debits. 

The website Money Expert states that hikes 
in unauthorised overdraft fees - equivalent to 
an additional five pounds every time a limit is

exceeded - come in spite of an ongoing investi¬ 
gation in whether such charges are in any way 
justified. 

In a landmark case brought by the Office of 
Fair Trading, banks are coming under scruti¬ 
ny for charging such high fees, with certain 
quarters claiming that they are disproportion¬ 
ate to the costs incurred by the bank for pro¬ 
cessing the transaction. 

Commenting on the situation, Sean 
Gardner, director of Money Expert, said con¬ 
sumers may be particularly exposed to these 
punitive charges in the coming months. 

He said: “For those people already in their 
overdrafts the advice is clear, keep a close tab 
on your outgoings.” 

But customers who have been charged up to 
£40 for unauthorised overdrafts, bounced 
cheques, or failed direct debits are now fight¬ 
ing back against the bank charges. 

Banks have long been accused of ripping off 
customers with the high charges they impose 
for minor account problems. 

Statistics show complaints against banks 
have soared, according to the Banking Code 
Standards Board, with most about interest 
rates and unfair charges. 

And public anger at the bonuses given to 
bankers whose actions have led to the global 
economic meltdown have fueled the feelings of 
resentment.

AS the credit crunch well and truly 
bites diners would probably be 
excused for feeling that getting a 
table at a restaurant should be a 
lot easier. 

Well in some cases that’s true. 

In one case I know of a friend who never 
managed to eat at London’s top tables current¬ 
ly rings some of those who snubbed him in mid 
afternoon - and asks if they have any tables 
available for 8pm.

These deals are being downloaded from the 
internet by bargain-hunting diners across the 
country each week. 

And then there are the coupons given away 
with newspapers, especially the Sundays who 
seem to have an offer a week. 

Analysts say the reason that the middle 
market is making such an effort is that they 
have relatively high fixed costs and so profit 
margins are tight in times of plenty. 

So when fewer people are opting to eat out 
they can see the profit-loss equation go into 
the red.

Quality China 
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It’s offally cheap and tasty 

Nose-to-tail eating is set to become the big foodie trend of 2009 as people look to save money. Offal 
devotee and foodwriter Sophie Grigson shares her tips for eating innards, plus some tempting recipes

BYLUCYCORRY 


LOOKED at buying steak recent¬ 
ly? What about a nice, fat lamb 
chop? 

If a trip to the butcher - or even the super¬ 
market meat counter - is enough to make you 
feel faint, then it’s time to follow the big new 
trend in food for 2009. 

Offal - everything from oxtail and tongue to 
kidneys, tripe and heart - is where it’s at, fol¬ 
lowed by other, lesser known cuts of meat. 

Once just the preserve of food fetish clubs 
and wartime cookbooks, nose-to-tail eating is 
now heartily and hungrily endorsed by 
celebrity chefs such as Nigel Slater, Hugh 
Feamley-Whittingstall and Gordon Ramsay. 

Economic pressures combined with a grow¬ 
ing sense of adventure in the kitchen and an 
awareness of offal’s nutritional benefits, are 
now causing the rest of us to follow suit. 

After noticing a 50 per cent rise in demand 
for cheap cuts of meat like lamb neck, 
Sainsburys is doubling its range to include old 
favourites such as pig trotters, beef shin and 
lamb breast. 

Product developer Georgina Stobart says 
these cuts are returning to supermarket 
shelves partly due to their reappearance on 
restaurant and gastropub menus. 

“This year we’re expecting to see a massive 
resurgence in nose-to-tail home cooking, as 


people tighten their belts and look to spend 
more time ‘comfort cooking 5 and preparing 
meals themselves,” she says. 

That’s music to the ears of best-selling food- 
writer and chef Sophie Grigson, who has loved 
eating some of the more unmentionable cuts of 
meat since she was a small child. 

“The dish I remember best was sweetbreads 
cooked with banana and cream,” she says. 

“It sounds distressingly outlandish but 
believe me, it isn’t. It is fabulously good. 


“More familiar steak and kidney pie or pud¬ 
ding occasionally graced the table, but when 
time was short supper was more likely to be a 
plate of tender devilled lamb’s kidneys, or fried 
liver, studded with sage leaves and 
caramelised onions. Tongue was another 
favourite, cooked, curled and pressed into 
shape, then sliced thickly and reheated in a 
sweet and sour sauce.” 

Sophie says oxtail stew - “so rich and irre¬ 
sistibly sticky and savoury” - remains one of 


her all-time favourite autumn or winter 
meals, ladled over steaming buttery mashed 
potatoes. 

She’s keen to convert others to the cause and 
wants to put offal back on family menus. 

“Many of us probably haven’t eaten offal 
since we were kids but now it’s truly time to 
get it back on our tables,” she says. 

“Don’t be put off by your childhood memories 
or squeamishness and miss out! 

“Offal is simple to cook and extraordinarily 
flavoursome, whether it’s quick and delicious 
devilled kidneys or a homely, slow-cooked 
stuffed lamb’s heart, there are cuts and recipes 
to suit all tastes.” 

STUFFED BRAISED LAMB’S HEART 

(Serves 4-6) 

Preparation time: 35 minutes 
Cooking time: Under 2 hours 
4 prepared lambs’ hearts 
8 streaky bacon rashers 
For the onion and mushroom stuffing: 

40g/l l/2oz butter 
1 small onion, peeled and chopped 
50g/2oz mushrooms, chopped 
75g/3oz sausagemeat 

15ml/ltbsp freshly chopped flat-leaf parsley 
15ml/ltbsp freshly chopped tarragon 
Salt and freshly milled black pepper 
2.5ml J l/2tsp ground mace 
1 small egg, beaten 
For the braising sauce:

200ml/7fl oz good, hot beef stock 
1 x 200g can chopped tomatoes with garlic 
Dash Tabasco sauce, optional 
100ml/3 l/2fl oz red wine 
30ml/2tbsp freshly chopped flatleaf parsley 
Preheat the oven to gas mark 4/180C/350F. 
Prepare the stuffing, heat half the butter in 
a large non-stick pan and cook the onion and 
mushrooms. Transfer to a large bowl and stir 
in the remaining ingredients. 

To make the braising sauce, heat the oil in 
the same frying pan, add the flour and cook for 
one to two minutes. Gradually add the stock, 
tomatoes Tabasco (if used) and wine. Bring to 
the boil, reduce the heat, season and simmer 
for five minutes. Add the parsley, cover and set 
aside. 

Season the hearts and spoon the stuffing 
mixture into the cavity of each. Wrap with the 
bacon and secure with butcher’s string. Heat 
the remaining butter in the same hying pan 
and brown the hearts on both sides. Transfer 
to a roasting dish. 

Pour over the sauce, cover and cook for two 
hours, or until the hearts are tender. 

Remove the butcher’s string, slice and serve 
with creamy mash and seasonal vegetables. 



Trot along for something different off the supermarket shelf 


PIGS trotters have not be a feature of the 
restaurant menu or supermarket shelf for 
many years. 

Nor for that matter have ox cheeks been 
popular for Sunday lunch? 

But supermarkets are gradually reintro¬ 
ducing these cuts of meat to shoppers bitten 
by the credit crunch. And they will certainly 
help hungry families who need to tighten 
their belts. 

Stewing steak costs around £4.30 per lb 
per shop, compared to fillet, which sells 
at £19 per lb. And pig’s cheeks are £1.35 a 
lb, while pig’s trotters are even cheaper at 
90p a lb. 

Maureen Strong, nutrition advisor for the 
Meat Service at the Agriculture and 
Horticulture Development Board, has 
looked at the relative benefits to those who 
start to eat the cuts of meat which were once 
a staple of the British diet. 

“There will be variation in these types of 
meats, depending on the cut,” she said 

“Trotters are not renown for their protein 
content above other cuts of meats, but this 
will depend entirely on how it is cooked or 
cut in the first instance. 

“The main difference which we can high¬ 
light in these types of meats will be the food 
quality. Try and compare a sirloin steak to a 
stewing steak and you’ll get a similar com¬ 
parison to pig’s trotters and, say, bacon or 
pork belly. 

“The former will take longer to cook and 
longer to chew - the very reasons these 


meats went out of fashion some time ago.” 

JC Rook, one of the county’s leading 
butchers, agree that the trend is towards 
selling some previously less fashionable 
meats. 

Maidstone manager Stephen Abbott said: 
“We are selling more stewing steak - that’s 
really noticeable. 

“Recently there was a programme with 
Jamie Oliver talking about how to cook a 
shoulder of pork and that week we sold out. 
It’s a good thing on the whole. Selling these 
cuts of meat means we can keep prices of 
other cuts down - so everyone benefits.” 

Dietician Amanda Ursell thinks that mak¬ 
ing these cuts of meat healthy is all about 
the cooking. 

She said: “The good thing about old cuts of 
meat, like oxtail and pig’s trotters is not the 
meat themselves - as they have consider¬ 
ably less protein - but the things they are 
cooked with. 

“These types of meats are fantastic in 
soups, stews and casseroles to give a meaty 
flavour. Add beans, pulses and plenty of veg 
and you’ve got yourself a healthy dish that is 
great value too.” 

And it isn’t just these blast-from-the-past 
cuts driving down the cost of food. According 
to the experts, swapping the favourable 
types of meats for various other cuts, 
already on the market, could benefit those 
affected by the credit crunch crisis. 

“If people feel afraid to take the plunge 
with foods like trotters, even swapping 



chicken breast or sirloin for a shoulder joint 
can save a family up to 40 per cent,” says 
Richard Cullen from Research and Insight 
at the Agriculture and Horticulture 
Development Board. 

“The credit crunch has certainly created 
awareness for a variety 
of meats on the market 
that taste just as 
good - which is a 
good thing. 

“Whether Britons M I 
will be running out I 
to buy pig’s trotters 7 
for their tea every 
night, I can’t say, 
but I am sure 
favourable meats on 
the market will 
change.”

The great British holiday is having a revival thanks to 
the recession, so book vour caravan for summer 2009

THE credit crunch is boosting stay- 
at-home holidays with a massive 
increase in bookings for caravans 
and camping sites. 

With the Euro almost worth the same as the 
pound, people are swapping expensive foreign 
holidays for “staycations” with towed caravans 
or mobile homes according to travel experts. 

Advance bookings for caravan and camping 
sites for this year are already up 40 per cent on 
this time last year. And sites are already 
recording an increased occupancy of 19 per 
cent - even though it is still winter. 

‘We confidently predict that 2009 will be the 
year that welcomes the return of the great 
British holiday” said Nick Lomas of the 
Caravan Club, whose membership rose by 10 
per cent in 2008. 

Quarterly travel and tourism figures released 
by the Office of National Statistics show that 
the number of visits abroad by UK residents 
was down by six per cent for the three month 
period during the later part of the summer of 
last year compared with the previous quarter - 
and in a recent survey by VisitBritain, the 
majority of those who responded said they 
would consider British holidays. 

And statistics show that although 90 per cent 
of British people claim to be saving money in 
this tough economic climate, few plan to cut 
back on holidays. In light of the decrease in over¬ 
seas visits, this suggests Brits are still holiday¬ 
ing, but without leaving the British Isles. 

Caravanning is the most popular paid-for hol¬ 


iday option, with a 19 per cent share of the mar¬ 
ket - second only to staying with friends and 
family. Although the UK offers many different 
options for those wishing to holiday here, 
records show that in the previous 12 months, 
sales of caravans and camping accessories have 
reached levels never achieved before. 

Hoseasons chief executive Richard Carrick 
said the UK would benefit from the projected 
downturn in the 2009 overseas holiday mar¬ 
ket as consumers increasingly feel the pinch. 

He said: “There is broad agreement that the 
overall number of trips taken by Britons will 
not rise in 2009, but neither will it fall much. 


This means that the UK is well set to benefit 
from the predicted reduction in overseas trips. 

“People will still want to go on holiday but they 
are likely to take short breaks closer to home as 
and when they can afford it. It will be a case of 
‘pack up the car and go’, with a continuation in 
the ongoing trend for very late booking.” 

The Caravan Club is delighted with the 
trend and say holidaying in this country adds 
a massive £180 million to local economies. 

Mr Carrick added: “This is the biggest oppor¬ 
tunity to sell Britain ever, and we believe the 
travel trade will increasingly see the benefits 
of promoting domestic holidays in 2009.”

HOME GYM: Cut expensive gym costs by 
exercising at home, you only need dumb-bells 


MORE people than ever are beat- 
the credit crunch by keep¬ 
ing in shape training at home. 

With gym membership costing 
around £500, exercising in the home 
is a growing trend. 

Research shows that just 43 per 

cent pay a visit to their gym on a regular 
basis where as this time last year the number 
was 71 per cent. 

Around a quarter of those staying in say 
they work out with their partners. 

Hollywood personal trainer Cornell Chin, 
who has worked alongside stars such as 
Audrey Tatou and Leonardo Di Caprio, said 
home training has taken off in a big way. 

He said: “The cost is of course a major 
implication. You do not have to fork out for a 
gym membership if you work out in your 
house. 

“Then there is the convenience. No time is 
spent going to and from the gym, you don’t 
need to queue for equipment and you can lis¬ 
ten to your own CDs. 

“Exercise DVDs can tell you what you need 
to know just as well as trainers and coaches. 

“Lastly if it’s cold and wet outside you don’t 
need to make the effort to go out. 

“It’s all there for you indoors.” 

Although you can buy exercise equipment 


for the home, the only item that is vital are 
dumb-bells. 

Popular exercises include bodyweight work 
such as press-ups, pull-ups, skipping and jog¬ 
ging. 

But specialist equipment in the home is also 
becoming more and more popular. 

Nearly half of the people taking part in the 
survey said they had purchased dome items. 

These included treadmills, rings, exercise 
balls, weights and even bars. 

Website www.weightlossforgood.co.uk has 
identified exercises for home use. On the site 
details of how to lose weight are shown as well 
as ways of strengthening muscles. 

Experts add that it is a good idea to check 
with a health professional and ask their opin¬ 
ion before undertaking any exercise, especial¬ 
ly if it has been a while since you have under¬ 
taken any fitness. 

These are their hints: 

• Start off gently, and work within your com¬ 
fort zone 

• Increase your effort gradually over several 
weeks 

• Maintain regular breathing throughout 
the exercises, try not to hold your breath - your 
muscles need oxygen! 

• Try to keep strict form with control, not 
using momentum. 

They also emphasise not to undertake any 
exercise if you are in pain or feeling unwell. If 
you feel faint, dizzy or unwell while exercising 
stop.

WE may be in tough times finan¬ 
cially but falling interest rates 
mean many mortgage holders 
have a great chance to make their 
lives better. 

Interest rates were slashed again on March 
6 to half of one percent. 

So the advice is: Pay more. 

Now that may seem crazy but if you have 
any form of tracker - the type linked to the 
bank base rate - or variable mortgage, you 
will have seen your monthly payment tumble 
over the past six months. 

If you have a mortgage of £100,000, you are 
up at least £200, every month. 

Now you could spend that money on some of 
the spectacular bargains on our high street, 
which is what the government wants because 
you’ll be helping pump money into our econo¬ 
my, saving jobs, securing the future of Britain 
etc etc. However, a typical UK borrower with a 
25-year £113,000 tracker mortgage in October 
2008 is saving £218 a month according to the 
Council of Mortgage Lenders. You can add 
another £45 a month after the February half 
per cent cut. 

And if you cany on paying the same amount 
you should be quids in. Analysts say you could 
knock years off your mortgage and benefit by 
not becoming used to spending that extra cash. 


From your own point of view, you are no 
worse off than you were six months ago but 
you will help combat any loss of equity in your 
house and you will be reducing your interest 
payments and loan term in the long run. 

HSBC wrote to 30,000 of its tracker and 
variable rate mortgage customers to explain 
the benefit of overpaying. 

Meanwhile, Lloyds TSB reported that since 
November it has received more than 27,000 
requests from customers wanting to set up 
overpayments and within days the interest 
rate was slashed by another half a percent. 

HSBC says overpaying by £100 a month on 
a £150,000 mortgage at three per cent will 
save £11,482 in interest and shorten the term 
by four years and three months. 

Stephen Noakes, Cheltenham & Gloucester’s 


marketing director, is on record saying: “For 
those who can spare the extra money, making 
overpayments is a smart move. Not only can it 
trim years off your mortgage but with house 
prices falling, overpayments will help to protect 
the equity in your home.” 

Remember interest rates will go up again 
some time in the future and for the thrifty who 
have not got used to the current low rates, 
they will not be hit when things do start creep¬ 
ing up again. 

If your job is secure, getting used to low 
interest rates is a bad thing. When they do 
start going up you will have to readjust. Yet 
now you can help pay off your mortgage more 
quickly and benefit from the fact interest rates 
are at an all time low for any savings you 
might have.

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Cash is still king 

Some people are looking to make money as the financial markets collapse. 
Sarah Hamilton discovers how some are managing to do it with investments 


IN TIMES of economic gloom most 
attitudes are just “ride out the 
storm and let things get better”. 

But for a few far-sighted individuals the 
cash trough is a peak of opportunities to make 
a fortune. 

Back in 1974, when the UK stock market 
was suffering its worst decline since 1929-31 - 
it was to fall 70 per cent - the investment 
guru of the era, Jim Slater propounded a truth 
that came to define the period and later 
became something of a cliche - “cash is king”. 

His words were: “You can’t always turn 
shares into cash, or property into cash, or 
works of art into cash. But you can always 
turn cash into other things.” 

So, at the top of any would-be rich person’s 
list should be the retention of a pool of cash. 

This empowers investors to take advantage 
of an opportunity when markets over-correct 
and throw up bargains, as this present crisis 
will inevitably do. A second basic principle to 
accept is the spacing out of investments over 
time to avoid the trap of buying at the top or 
on a short-lived ‘bounce’. 

Over the past six months investors have 
sought to buy into bank shares convinced that 
they can fall no further - only to find that they 
have done so dramatically. 

No-one knows where the bottom will be or 
when it will be reached, though this has not 
deterred investors from losing a great deal of 
money on the conviction that they alone are 
the ones that know. So be careful.

SHARES: Oppotunity to make money? 

Central to UK investor concerns is a return 
of inflation as pressure grows on the Bank of 
England’s Monetary Policy Committee to cut 
interest rates. Investors can take out some 
protection through a product that has fallen 
out of fashion in recent years: index-linked 
Government stock. 

This can be bought though a stockbroker or 
purchased through National Savings and 
Investments. It is currently offering two index- 
linked bonds of three and five years which pay a 
rate of 1.35 per cent plus the Retail Prices Index 
rate of inflation. The RPI rate is 4.1 per cent, giv¬ 
ing a rate of interest paid of 5.45 per cent. 

As the money earned is tax free, the total for 
a higher rate taxpayer is equivalent to 9.08 
per cent. Investors can subscribe for a maxi¬ 
mum of £15,000 through NSI. 

Property is the asset class from which 
investors and their advisers most recoil at 


present, it’s a brave investor who looks at real 
estate - particularly in the USA. But there are 
powerful reasons for doing so. 

As with the UK, ‘average’ figures are mis¬ 
leading as the US market covers areas of 
almost complete price collapses such as 
Detroit and areas such as up-market New 
York City and California, where values have 
held up relatively well. 

Another area of investor interest at present 
is arable land. Values have risen in some areas 
of the UK by as much as 26 per cent in the 
past year due to the higher world prices being 
obtained for crops such as wheat. 

This pressure is unlikely to relax any time 
soon. And investors who do not want to take on 
the responsibility of farm management can 
invest through a specialist fund. 

Increasingly attractive are exchange traded 
funds consisting of precious metals and gems 
which are traded on the stock market and 
allow cheap exposure to commodities previous¬ 
ly out of reach from ordinary income people. 

Investors should also widen their choice of 
assets in this category to embrace exposure to 
the increasing green energy and renewables 
sectors. Those who do not have the confidence 
to invest in this sector directly or who wish to 
spread their risk can enter through funds such 
as the £51m Jupiter Green Investment Trust. 

One thing is clear from all of this informa¬ 
tion - there are plenty of ways for forward- 
thinking portfolio managers to beat the credit 
crunch and make strong returns even in 
today’s uncertain times.

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Golden advice for all 
you savvy investors

WITH confidence in the stock 
market at a low ebb, house 
prices down and savings 
losing in value, the ques¬ 
tion for 2009 is simple: 

Where can money be 
safely kept to ensure 
long-term future pros¬ 
perity for those with 
savings? 

As 2009 gets under way, 
antiques, paintings and 
postage stamps or classic 
motorcycles are all seen as 
better alternatives than stocks and shares. 

Old Masters, Ming vases and penny blacks 
are possibly beyond the reach of most mid¬ 
range savers. 

But there is one thing that is guaranteed 
to keep its value. Gold. 

Gold bullion beat all other precious saving 
alternatives in 2008, the second year run¬ 
ning and the third time since 2005. 

A £1,000 investment in gold bullion on 
New Year’s Eve last year would now be worth 
more than £1,427, according to BullionVault, 
a global gold dealer. 

During the same period, the FTSE100 
index of the UK’s top firms has dived by 
almost one-third of its value - turning £1,000 


into less than £689. 

Then there was residential 
property, which before tax, 
maintenance and mortgage 
costs has transformed every 
£1,000 invested into just £870, 
according to Nationwide fig¬ 
ures. 

In part gold’s rise over the 
year has been largely dependent 
on the loss in value of sterling 
against the US dollar, the curren¬ 
cy gold is priced in. In dollar terms 
gold rose just three per cent in 
2008. 

But looked at long term gold is a 
good bet. The FTSE has plummeted 
by 36 per cent since its record peak of 
6930, on New Year’s Eve 1999. 

On the other hand, since the turn 
of the century, gold has risen by 
246 per cent against the British pound. 

BullionVault’s, Adrian Ash told website thi- 
sismoney.com: “Since Gordon Brown sold 
half the nation’s gold reserves at rock-bottom 
10 years ago this May, gold bullion has been 
by far the best-performing asset class for 
British investors overall.” 

Analysts have stated that gold looks very 
attractive in 2009 - if for no other reason 
that the year looks bad for everything else. 

Historically gold rose during the last bout 
of sharp deflation in the Great Depression of 
the 1930s when US President Franklin 
Roosevelt revalued gold by 60 per cent and 
devalued the dollar by 60 per cent. This made 
gold’s value increase from $22/oz to $35/oz.

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Savers cash in accounts 
to reduce motoring bills

WITH savings accounts currently 
delivering such poor interest, 
many people see trading in a 'gas 
guzzler’ for a cheaper and more 
economical model as a better 
return on their investment. 

And there is some ‘green’ kudos to be had. 

The Government is using escalating road 
tax or VED (vehicle excise duty) to drive peo¬ 
ple into smaller and cleaner cars too. 

The current scale is zero to £400/year and set 
to become tougher. By 2010, gas guzzling limos 
or 4x4s face £950 road tax in the first year, 
although anyone spending £50,000-100,000 on a 
car is unlikely to be put offby such a paltry sum. 

As a result, some manufacturers have pro¬ 
duced models that are actually exempt from 
VED by sneaking below the lOOg/km C02 
emissions mark and into band-A. 

Most manufacturers also now have an ‘Eco’ 
sub-branding for their lowest emission mod¬ 
els. Ford, for instance, is using the ECOnetic 
label to highlight the most environmentally- 
friendly versions of key models such as the 
tax-exempt Fiesta ECOnetic - arch-rival 
Vauxhall uses the ecoFLEX sub-branding. 

Brilliant as they are, ‘eco’ models often cost 
more since they have diesel engines and spe¬ 
cial ‘green’ features that do not yet deliver the 
economy of scale savings available to makers 
across the whole model range.

What is more, saving road tax is not such a 
great incentive when many conventional super¬ 
minis sit in the lowest road tax band of £35 a 
year anyway; over three years with an eco 
model, saving £105 is irrelevant if you spend far 
more on buying that car in the first place and 
are then putting expensive diesel in the tank. 

So, check out conventional equivalents of eco 
models and don’t dismiss petrol power; that fuel 
is still cheaper and makes sense for lower 
mileage users, while emission and consumption 
levels are closing the gap on diesel equivalents. 

Diesel engines also tend to be heavier, so you 
could find yourself going through tyres more 
quickly. 

Don’t ignore alternative power options either, 



such as liquid petroleum gas (LPG) or hybrids 
- see our ‘Diesel called into question’ article. 

Finally, just look again at what you have to 
part-exchange; you might have lost a packet in 
depreciation on that big 4x4, but work out 
what it will cost you to run it for the next three 
years - it might be a lot less than the cost of 
chopping it for a new car.

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Diesel called 
into question 


DIESEL has become the fuel of 
choice recently as UK buyers seek 
to cut costs, but do the sums still 
add up? 

Part of diesel’s appeal was the cheapness of 
the fuel, greater mpg and the ability of the 
engines to deliver better pulling power low 
down in the rev range and to meet tighter 
emissions legislation. 

However, diesel now commands an increas¬ 
ing premium against petrol and there are 
doubts whether the engines can continue to 
meet ever-tougher emission laws. 

Meanwhile, petrol has retaliated with 
smaller, lighter and cleaner engines with tur¬ 
bocharging and even supercharging for extra 
flexibility, while there are other options 
emerging to save money and the planet: 
HYBRID 

Current hybrids use petrol engines in tan¬ 
dem with electric units and Peugeot is plan¬ 
ning to bring a diesel version to market soon. 

But two powerplants and power supplies - 
fuel tank plus batteries - mean extra weight, 
while production complexity means higher 
prices so buyers need to cover many miles to 
counter this. Motorway mpg is also hardly 
better than a standard car. 

LPG 

Liquefied petroleum gas (LPG) looks like 
an excellent alternative fuel due to lower 
duty and emissions, cheaper car tax and 
grants towards the higher cost of buying new 
or converting older vehicles to run on LPG. 

There is also a plentiful UK LPG supply as 
a spin-off from natural gas and refmeiy pro¬ 
duction of other fuels. There are many more 
LPG filling points across the countiy too - 
Kent now has some 40 LPG sites - and Proton 
recently launched a petrol and LPG version of 
its GEN-2 family hatchback for the same 
price as the petrol-only model (£10,765).

LPG costs about half that of petrol and 
diesel at the pump, emits about 20 per cent 
less C02 than petrol and slightly less than 
diesel and fewer NOx and particulates than 
diesel. However, the calorific value and con¬ 
sequent mpg is slightly lower than for petrol 
and it will cost at least £1,500 to convert an 
existing vehicle via an approved LPG 
Association operator. 

ELECTRIC 

Electric-powered vehicles should be cheap 
to run, but battery technology cannot yet 
guarantee ranges to satisfy would-be owners. 
There is the worry too that the car’s emis¬ 
sions are being transferred from the exhaust 
pipe to the chimney of a fossil fuel-burning 
power station. 

BIOFUELS 

Fuel derived partly from vegetable matter 
appeals since plants absorb C02 during 
growth and simply release it again when 
burned - a virtuous circle. They currently 
divide broadly into biodiesel and the petrol 
alternative bioethanol and most road fuels 
sold in the UK will contain at least five per 
cent biofuel by next year anyway. Some spe¬ 
cialist vehicles run on higher "bio’ concentra¬ 
tions, but there is concern that using arable 
land or forest to grow 'biofuel’ plants will 
strain global food supplies. 

HYDROGEN 

Use of this abundant gas to power electri¬ 
cally-driven cars looks like the future. 
Hydrogen cars are zero emission, producing 
only water as a by-product, but it is proving 
hard to establish the cost and possible emis¬ 
sions side-effects of producing the hydrogen 
fuel. It makes no sense for conventional 
power generators to bum oil, coal or gas to 
produce this emissions-free wonder fuel.

CREDIT CRUNCHED SERVICING 
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Clever driving is key 
to cheaper motoring 


By STEVE LOADER 


SAVE money by downsizing and 
running a cheaper car and then 
gain even more by smarter driving 
and journey planning. 

For a start, you can save pounds and wear 
and tear on the car by avoiding short journeys 
and perhaps get fitter too by walking or 
cycling; a cold engine can produce 60 per cent 
more pollution than a warm one and a car 
used for many short journeys needs extra serv¬ 
icing and wears its engine out faster. 

More fuel is wasted and higher emissions 
are also generated from a cold start - traffic 
on UK roads contributes 26 per cent of the 
nation’s total carbon dioxide emissions (C02). 

However, if your car journey is a must then 
follow these tips from the IAM (Institute of 
Advanced Motorists) and RAC Foundation 
motoring watchdogs: 

• Plan your route - forethought can save 
wear and tear on car and driver. Try to take 
the most direct route - a sat nav can help - 
and go off peak if possible. If you have to com¬ 
mute, think about car sharing, ‘Park and Ride’ 
bus schemes or other public transport. 

• Have your vehicle serviced regularly to 
maintain efficiency and economy. Under-serv¬ 
iced engines reduce fuel economy by ten per 
cent or more. Catalytic converters are environ¬ 
mentally friendly, but only when maintained. 

• Check tyres - under-inflated tyres need 
replacing more often (itself an environmental 
problem), are dangerous and waste fuel. 
Anybody who has cycled on ‘flabby’ tyres 
knows what extra effort is involved, so check 
pressures weekly. 

• Obey speed limits to save money and stay 
legal. Try to ‘feather’ the throttle as you reach 
cruising speed; 56mph uses 25 per cent less 
fuel than 70mph and a smoother driving style 
will save fuel, but never coast in neutral or 
with clutch pedal depressed to save fuel - vehi¬ 
cle control must not be compromised. 

• Accelerate briskly without racing the 


engine - pulling away too fast uses up to 60 
per cent more fuel. Intelligent gearchanges at 
modest engine speeds can cut fuel consump¬ 
tion by up to 15 per cent. 

• Reduce drag - remove roof racks and car¬ 
riers when not in use. Driving with windows 
open also mars aerodynamics and lowers fuel 
economy. Remove unnecessary and heavy boot 
luggage and avoid heavy accessories and wide 
tyres that add rolling resistance. Air condition¬ 
ing lowers fuel economy so use the fan. 

• Buy green fuel and use less. Seek out low 
sulphur diesel (City diesel) or cleaner petrol (low 
sulphur/aromatics) supplies locally. Consider a 
conversion to LPG (liquid petroleum gas), which 
is half the price of petrol, generates almost as 
much power and emits much less C02. 


• Use ‘accelerator sense’. Do you go straight 
from accelerator to the brake? You save fuel if 
you plan ahead and, rather than have to brake 
as you hit traffic, gently let the speed of the 
vehicle bring you to a halt as you join a queue. 

• Reverse in when you park. When you start 
off again, the engine is cold and inefficient. If 
you can drive away smoothly without having to 
reverse, you save fiiel and have better visibility. 

• Be a tank miser. Why fill the tank to the 
brim and carry more weight than is necessary? 

• If you are stuck in a jam then you are 
doing zero mpg - turn off the engine after two 
minutes to save fuel and emissions.

It may well be that the business 
travellers for whom the service is primari¬ 
ly intended will put the taxi fare to 
Ashford on expenses, but for ordinary pas¬ 
sengers the service is going to be of no use, 
so the hope of Passenger Focus that it will 
prove viable seems forlorn.

A fare deal for tourists 

I read with interest Ed Hill’s report about the 
renewed Eurostar service between Ashford 
and Brussels. 

We live in Littleboume, near Canterbury, 
but have family and many friends in 
Brussels, where I spent much of my life. 

I made use of this service several times a 
year until it was discontinued 15 months ago, 
as did friends and family in Belgium who 
came to visit us here. 

They all enjoyed discovering this lovely part 
of Kent. However, for 15 months, with no 
Eurostar stopping in Ashford, we have had 
no visitors. 

I, my friends and family plan to make use 
of the newly-restored link, but hope we shall 
be able to purchase the £59 return tickets. 
This is not easy to obtain on the very busy 
16.59 service out of Brussels. You mention 
that “tourism is the best way to make inter¬ 
national train routes successful”, but there 
are few tourists who can either afford or wish 
to pay high fares. 

Once the quota of seats at £59 is gone, the 
price becomes excessive. 

Whereas travellers from St Pancras have a 
choice of 11 trains a day to Brussels; and 
those from Ebbsfleet a choice of four trains, 
Ashford International has only one. 

If the new limited service is to be made a 
success, Eurostar will have to promote the 
Ashford-Brussels link more actively, improve 
the online booking system and make sure 
cheap return fares are available to tourists.

Your report on the Kidd legacy sale in 
Dartford was based on misinformation (KOS 
Media, last week). 

The sale of the access from Lowfield Street 
into Central Park was not a mistake made in 
good faith, as claimed, but a deliberate act as 
both parties had Colonel Kidd’s Deed of Gift 
and were fully aware (before the sale) of the 
phrase “for use in perpetuity as a public 


recreation ground and for no other purpose 
whatsoever”. This phrase is to be removed 
altogether in the new proposals for adminis¬ 
tering the charity, because the sold land now 
forms part of Tesco’s superstore, with flats 
above rising to 29 metres. 

The replacement for the sold land is part of 
Central Park. This sale is self-dealing and 
illegal.

The latest proposals do not include a prom¬ 
enade in Lowfield Street, as reported. 
However, a further 1.1 acres of legacy land is 
to be granted to the developers for a prome¬ 
nade, cycle path, access route, water features, 
paving etc, all of which should be within the 
boundary of the site purchased by Tesco, not 
in Central Park. The aim from the start has 
not been to protect the interests of the Kidd 
legacy, but to sell or give away the land for 
development - a truly shameful betrayal.

FIAT re-launched its legendary 
Abarth sporting arm last year and 
there was understandable cynicism. 

Founded 60 years ago by Austrian Karl 
Abarth, it became famous for making giant 
killers out of painstakingly fettling everyday 
Fiats - Abarth’s adoption of a Scorpion as the 
house crest neatly summed up the powers of 
the early cars. 

Over the years though, Abarth was con¬ 
trolled increasingly by Fiat and finally taken 
over, with the Scorpion badge undermined by 
application to lesser products. 

It remains to be seen whether the memory of 
those latter years will be erased by the new 
£13,600 Abarth 500. 

It would be easy to dismiss the eye-catching 
newcomer as more ‘Scorpion badge engineer¬ 
ing 5 , especially as it is derived from the cult car 
of the moment - the retro-styled Fiat 500. 

Based on our recent drive in the impressive 


and affordable Abarth Grande Punto supermini 
though, the omens are good for the Abarth 500. 

Installing the turbocharged 135bhp 1.4-litre 
petrol engine, delivering 0-62mph in 7.9 
seconds and a 128mph maximum, required 
some front end re-working so the Abarth is 
subsequently longer as well as lower than a 
standard Fiat 500. 

The engine can be adjusted for sportier 
responses, by hitting a ‘sport’ button on the 
dashboard that also gives the steering a firmer 
feel and more poise in comers. 

The suspension has been upgraded for 
sportier handling too, but Fiat claims this is 
a hot hatch for our straitened times - it 
should average more than 40mpg, providing 
its power is not exercised too much, but 
155g/km of C02 emissions does just boost 
the Abarth into the £ 145/year band-D for

road tax, while insurance is Group 13U. 

The more muscular body style comes from a 
lower stance, sporty side skirts, larger roof 
spoiler and a deep aerodynamic diffuser at 
the rear. 

The diffuser is a work of sporting art in itself 
with vents to draw hot air away from the 
brakes and twin tail pipes with small Abarth 
Scorpions just above.

CARMAKERS have favoured dif¬ 
ferent identities for three and 
five-door versions of hatchback 
models lately, but this is one area 
where the new Hyundai i20 marks 
a return to convention. 

The unveiling of the three-door version this 
week shows little deviation from the five-door 
launched a few weeks ago, except that longer 
doors enhance the crease along its flanks and 
the rear side windows have a pronounced 
upward kick at the back. 

Other than that, the ‘junior’ i20 - due next 
month - simply underlines evidence of the 
Korean marque’s ambition to be seen as more 
than a value brand offering five-year warranties. 

The i20 range replaces the Getz, itself an 
affirmation of Hyundai’s intention to attack 
the more demanding UK and European mar¬ 
kets with specially tailored models; the Getz 
did not quite hit the mark for interior quality 
and driving enjoyment, but it was practical, 
durable and well-priced. 

Its successor corrects those weaknesses and 
with a £8,195 start price from launch - £450 
less than the i20 five-door - remains keenly 
priced and generously equipped. 

Most i20 three-door buyers are expected to 
choose the lightweight 76bhp 1.2-litre petrol 
engine - dubbed ‘Kappa’ - recently installed 
in the smaller ilO city car and making a name 
for low fuel consumption and C02 emissions. 

They will also enjoy a feature that even 
BMW’s Mini has not got right right: 
folding/sliding front seats that return to their 
original position, rather than needing re¬ 
adjustment, after allowing someone to get in 
and out of the rear seats. 

All i20s have six airbags - front, side and cur¬ 
tain - as standard, plus active head-restraints.

GLOBAL recession and volatile 
fuel prices have clobbered the 
seemingly unstoppable fashion for 
rugged 4x4 styling.

SKODA dealers will tell you that 
one of the most sought-after used 
Fabias is the first generation vRS 
diesel hot hatch. 

It was a cracker: a bargain when new, fast, 
good to drive, well kitted out and economical - a 
genuine everyday pocket rocket - and they don’t 
linger on dealers’ forecourts second-hand either. 

A successor is awaited with some impatience, 
but there is a cut-price alternative for now in 
the form of the latest Fabia in Sport trim. 

It’s no Mini Cooper in terms of image, but 
Sport prices start from £10,652 - compared 
with overall Fabia prices from £7,931 - and 
comes with generous kit, while you need 
£13,000 to get a basic Cooper. 

The Sport also looks the part; the latest five- 
door Fabia body is more stylish than the 
rather frumpy original anyway, but this 
trendy trim level includes 16-inch alloys, body 
kit with rear spoiler, chromed oval exhaust 
and front fogs. 

The optional Mini-esque white roof is some¬ 



thing of a no-brainer too, even for an addition¬ 
al £345, since it visually lowers and peps up 
the car’s styling. 

“We have not sold a Fabia Sport so far with¬ 
out the customer ordering a white roof and we 
would not order one without it for stock either,” 
said John Roberts, area branch manager for 


Caffyns Skoda of Ashford and Tonbridge. 

“It is something of a must with Sport trim, 
appealing to a new younger Fabia customer, 
one that used to be drawn by the old vRS - a 
version we still hope will be revived, perhaps 
later this year.”

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The pendulum 
swings back to 
manufacturing 


MANUFACTURING is back in the 
news, writes Tony Patey. 

From Government downwards there’s a 
drive for what’s being called a “rebalance” in 
the business and commercial economy. In 
other words, a need to get back to making 
things and creating wealth, not just passing it 
around. 

This week there was gloomy news for South 
East manufacturing firms - but on the nation¬ 
al front there’s some good and bad news for the 
sector. Two out of five firms in the region hit by 
the economic downturn report that they’ve cut 
jobs, but on the wider scene predictions of even 
larger job losses have been tempered by reports 
that confidence is beginning to show through. 

Confidence is a main motivator in getting 
the economy kick-started again. However, if 
current trends continue, manufacturers’ 
organisation EEF says there could be 140,000 
job cuts in the sector this year. 

It says the Government must provide short¬ 
term wage subsidies to save jobs. 

Latest results from a business trends survey 
by EEF show a significant deterioration in 
trading conditions over the last three months, 
with three out of every five South East firms 
reporting lower output volumes. 

Almost seven in 10 say total new orders are 
down and 38 per cent report a fall in employ¬ 
ment levels. Predictions for the next three 
months are gloomy. However, a survey of 
11,000 firms by BDO Stoy Hayward shows a 
slight rise in short and mid-term confidence as 
many accept the realities of the recession. 

The firm said the growth in optimism sug¬ 
gested action was being taken to adapt to the 
economic climate, although it predicted that 


320,000 more jobs would go across the UK in 
the next three months alone as firms cut back. 

EEF said the recession has slowed demand 
for new vehicles as consumers cut back on 
larger purchases - a fact underlined this week 
by Kent-based Greens Motor Group going into 
administration with the loss of 70 jobs. 

Traditionally, Kent’s main manufacturing 
base has been Swale. It has been hit, but has 
fared better because of its strong base. 

In the 1980s, 30 per cent of total employ¬ 
ment in the area was in manufacturing, by the 
mid-90s it was 25 per cent, and now it’s 17 per 
cent - twice the regional average and six per 
cent higher than the national average. 

Kieren Mansfield, Swale’s economic develop¬ 
ment officer, said there had been business ‘sur¬ 
geries’ where firms with questions can get 
information in Sheppey, Sittingboume, and 
Faversham. More are planned. One location 


option is Eurolink, which is the major business 
park in the area, with 200-plus businesses, 
largely manufacturing and distribution. Mr 
Mansfield said: “In Swale we’ve always made 
things. We recognised long ago that the large- 
scale manufacturing historically associated 
with north Kent has been in serious decline for 
years. Now it’s about companies that occupy 
niche markets and involved in R&D, develop¬ 
ing new products and processes.” 

“There is a range of Government grants 
available for businesses. During the last reces¬ 
sion parts of the South East got access to these 
for the first time and there was a high take up, 
which tailed off over the last four years. 

“But we’re seeing an increase in interest 
again. We’ll see an increase in take-up,” he 
said. “The other issue is skills. We have to look 
to the long term and skills is something we’re 
determined to keep working on.” 



Tat’ll do nicely 

MUM-of-one Sam Petter was working for 
her parents at their struggling farm 
when she realised she needed a diversifi¬ 
cation project to help it survive. 

She was keen

In February last year, she launched the 
Tatty Bumpkin franchise which has 
taken her from a small series of local 
classes in Kent to a national network. 

Ms Petter said: “Our franchisees are all 
high-powered career women who have 
swapped the rat race for a more ethical 
and flexible career.” 

Classes support the National 
Curriculum and focus on flexible and cre¬ 
ative activities.

Big-hearted firms 
backing Demelza 


QITom; many families are you helping at present? 

A Natalie: About 570 with short breaks, respite and so 
on. We have been seeing some families for 10 years 
and they have a set number of days a year. There are 250 
staff and nearly 800 volunteers. 

Donna: The volunteers equate to nearly 48 full-time staff 
with the hours they put in. It is a marvellous level of sup¬ 
port and extremely important to us. Our new hospice in 
south east London will be caring for an additional 300 
children and families. 

Natalie: They are a complete cross-section, from retired 
people to corporate people who come in and do challenges 
and volunteer days for their staff, and young people. We 
constantly need volunteers for all the things we do - gar¬ 
dening, in the kitchens and so on. It’s a never-ending 
drive. 

Q What are the opportunities for businesses and 
more general corporate links? 

A Natalie: There are so many opportunities for the cor¬ 
porate sector, so many ways companies can come here 
and interact to the benefit of the company and us. We’ve 
had corporate support right from the start and that is 
growing, especially with the concept of corporate social 
responsibility, with companies from sole traders to multi¬ 
nationals taking an interest in their community 
Donna: Corporate activity accounts for 30 per cent of 
our fundraising income, the rest is from individuals, our 
lottery and shops, trusts, legacies and ‘in memory’ dona¬ 


tions. There’s been a lot of research about why companies 
donate and engage with charities, and there are measur¬ 
able benefits which we have harnessed. It’s a partner¬ 
ship, and for companies it means an increase in staff 
morale and motivation. It’s cause-related marketing. 

Natalie: Their community investment is now huge. It’s 
no longer the cheque presentation, it is also all sorts of 
other different activities at different levels. 

Donna: It is real-person development - we have had 
reports from companies saying being a partner with us 
has enabled them to go out into the community and 
demonstrate how they are supporting that community. 

Q Where do you aim to go now with your corporate 
strategy? 

A Natalie: To increase our level of support and maintain 
relationships with existing supporters while target¬ 
ing new corporate backers. We worked with more than 
1,000 corporate contacts last year - that’s a huge number 
of businesses to account-manage. 

Donna: We held our annual awards ceremony on Friday 
to recognise what our corporate supporters have done for 
us. This year we also have our Make Room in Your Heart 
campaign, launched on Valentine’s Day with its brand as 
the Damien Hirst painting titled Beautiful Love 
Demelza Painting with Beautiful Butterflies. 

That formed part of a substantial body of work by the 
artist which was auctioned in September. It raised a fan¬ 
tastic £650,000, plus a donation of the buyer’s fee from 
Sotheby’s.

Kent’s entertaining options 


COST-CUTTING is a top agenda item for companies and business organi¬ 
sations battling with everything the current downturn can throw at them, 
writes Tony Patey. 


It’s a hot topic at ‘how to beat the recession’ 
seminars being held around Kent, but speakers, 
such as Steve Wood of Baker Tilly, and Nick 
Hobden of Thomson Snell & Passmore, are 
warning firms not to shoot themselves in the 
foot. 

Prune in the wrong place or by too much and 
you might kill off a strong growth point or a 
shoot which would have grown into good busi¬ 
ness in the future. 

Entertaining and hospitality of clients, both 
existing and potential, is a case in point. Axe it 
and you’ll risk losing current and future busi¬ 
ness as a rival firm pushes out the boat to 


launch a similar product or service. 

It’s all a matter of degree, but the experts are 
adamant companies must at least do something 
to show customers they care about their trade. 
Firms still recognise the need to entertain exist¬ 
ing and potential clients and customers to 
cement their business survival. 

So, they’re on the prowl for good value busi¬ 
ness entertainment and conference venues and 
hospitality opportunities, and, in turn, venues 
can also show that they, too, can rise to the chal¬ 
lenge. Rob Grant, director of Dragonfly 
Recruitment, told Recruiter magazine recently 
that this year will see hospitality staffing firms 


feel the impact of lower levels of event spon¬ 
sorship, leading to a drop in the number of 
events to be staffed. 

Apart from sponsorships deals, spending 
on marketing and communi¬ 
ty activities such as corporate 
social responsibility is also 
under the microscope. It all 
needs to be handled carefully. 

In the eye of the storm, the 
quiet spot in the centre of a 
swirling hurricane, is Kent 
Conference Bureau, which 
has just marked its 10th 
anniversary.

The bureau, which, for instance, can 
arrange pre-visits to venues, is partly funded 
by Maidstone Borough Council, Canterbury 
City Council, Kent County Council, Heart of 
Kent and Visit Kent. It says: “The Garden of 
England offers some of the 
finest conference and training 
venues, but at a fraction of the 
price of neighbouring London. 

“Venues start only 12 miles 
from the City and stretch 
throughout the county to the 
coastal resorts, only 40 minutes 
from Calais. 

“We have modem meeting 
facilities in castles and country 
houses, while the county’s larg¬ 
er hotels offer a stylish alterna¬ 
tive. Kent can offer several flagship chain 
hotels such as the Hilton, QHotels, Holiday 
Inn and Marriott, and there have been recent 
additions in the boutique hotel sector. 

“Also, team-building activities can vary 
from a quiet round of golf, a simple treasure 
hunt, a high-wire forest adventure at Go Ape, 


to an adrenaline-fuelled multi-activity day.” 

Many county towns are popular destina¬ 
tions with an array of venues on offer. For 
example, in The Precincts overlooking the 
cathedral is Canterbury 
Cathedral Lodge and 
International Study Centre. 

Opened in 2000, it is a pur¬ 
pose-built conference centre 
with a maximum capacity of 
250. It has the latest audiovi¬ 
sual and other technology as 
well as 35 bedrooms with 
views of the cathedral. 

Award-winning Pines 
Calyx, surrounded by six 
acres of gardens behind the 
White Cliffs of Dover, is prob¬ 
ably one of the UK’s most eco- 
friendly venues for meetings, 
conferences and workshops. 

On the edge of Tunbridge 
Wells is The Spa Hotel, a 
country mansion dating back 
to 1766 and set in 14 acres of 
grounds. It has 72 bedrooms and guests have 
full use of the spa. In parkland just outside 
Maidstone, Oakwood House is a venue for 
conferences or overnight stays, while St 
Julian’s in Sevenoaks is a Grade-II listed 
building in the Weald of Kent. 
Being in a strategic location 
between London and the 
Continent - Ashford is as close 
to Lille as it is to London - 
means the county is ideally 
placed for all European connec¬ 
tions, whether it’s for a busi¬ 
ness meeting against the back¬ 
drop of Leeds Castle or a 
conference at the Dover cruise 
terminals. 

“The conference market in 
Kent is still going strong and there are some 
very competitive rates available at venues 
across the county,” said bureau manager 
Dawn Bowen. The bureau was recognised for 
providing ‘an outstanding service in the busi¬ 
ness tourism industry at the Tourism South 
East ExSEllence Awards 2008.

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Judge’s ruling will be 
music to venues’ ears

BACKGROUND music in pubs 
and restaurants can help create a 
pleasant and relaxed atmosphere 
if handled well, but it has come 
with a big extra cost to entertain¬ 
ment and hospitality venues over 
the last four years. 

Now the British Beer and Pub Association 
(BBPA) and the British Hospitality Association 
(BHA) have won a landmark appeal in the 
High Court which raises prospects of reduc¬ 
tions in the fees paid by pubs, restaurants, 
hotels and other businesses, potentially worth 
millions of pounds to the sector. 

The industry estimates that as a conse¬ 
quence of the increase in fees for playing 
background music, implemented in January 
2005, the average pub and restaurant has

paid an additional £500-600 over the last four 
years, a total of at least £12 million. 

The appeal was against the decision of the 
Copyright Tribunal on the value of the fees. 
Phonographic Performance Limited (PPL), 
which sets, administers and collects the fees, 
had attempted to limit the tribunal’s jurisdic¬ 
tion to broadcast music only and have a sep¬ 
arate tribunal for non-broadcast music. 

Appeal judge Mr Justice Kitchen, in giving 


his ruling, said this would be “inconvenient, 
cumbersome, expensive and involve a waste 
of judicial and public resources”. 

He also ruled it to be a misinterpretation of 
the Act. The court ruled that the Copyright 
Tribunal does have powers under the 
Copyright, Designs and Patents Act 1988 to 
set the value of both broadcast and non¬ 
broadcast music in one tariff. 

BBPA chief executive Rob Hayward said: 
“This is a victory for common sense in an 
extremely complex area of law. 

“We now look forward to going back to the 
Copyright Tribunal where we will do our 
utmost to secure a reduction in the fees, 
which will give much-needed financial relief 
to those licensees who are paying PPL well 
over the odds for music in their pubs.” 

BHA chief executive Bob Cotton said: “We 
are more than pleased to have been able to 
deliver this result for our members, which 
raises the real prospect of reverting charges 
for the playing of background music to a 
much more sensible and sustainable level.”

Big sporting events, such as football and rac¬ 
ing, also give firms a chance to take over a box 
to entertain clients and this has proved very 
popular and cost-effective for many. 

It’s all about making clients feel relaxed 
before they start talking details about deals. 

Try to be imaginative. With many business- 
people wrestling with today’s problems, being 
entertained in an unusual and fun way will 
more than impress them.

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No reservations 
about return of 
personal touch 


THERE had been fears that reser¬ 
vations sections in hotels may 
have been on the endangered 
business species list - but they’re 
still very much alive. 

Internet website bookings rose sharply and 
this led to a corresponding decline in the call 
volumes to reservation teams. 

But that has levelled off, and with more 
firms and organisations seeking good value, 
bargain deals for conferences, hospitality and 
meetings at venues, a voice at the end of a 
telephone is becoming more important. 

It’s difficult to know if the person booking 
has already been online, or if they book online 
after talking to reservations direct, but there 
are some common threads about the level of

contact. The choice online is mind-blowing, so 
callers can sometimes be over-informed, even 
to the extent of online comments by people 
who have already been to the venues. 

However, a recent trend has been a tougher 
line by callers. Deal-seekers are now more 
likely to haggle over the price - “Is that the 
best deal you can do? X down the road has 
offered a lower rate of Y”, or “Do you have any 
special discounts or deals coming up?” - but 
some are being really street smart. 

A tale from the United States tells of a well- 
travelled businessman who, whenever he 
goes to a new city, looks up online the biggest 
company there. He then just uses that name

when he telephones a local hotel and asks for 
the usual “special corporate rate”. 

Apparently, it works well and he’s never 
been asked for a business card to show he 
really is from that company. Correct reserva¬ 
tion team training is needed to make sure the 
potential client is not ‘let loose’ back online, 
that the added value and unique selling 
points are made professionally, and push any 
extras at the venue. 

If there are rooms with a very low rate - if 
they’re located inconveniently or there’s no 
view - reservation staff can still stress that 
all the usual services and facilities are still 
available. In other words, talk them up. 

Venue operators should take time training 
their front-line staff so that clients get a good 
response, and staff should be monitored over 
short times every week. 


Study reveals 
where savings 

are being made 

EMPLOYERS have cut spending on client 
entertaining and business travel as they look 
for other ways of reducing costs rather than go 
for damaging redundancies, a study revealed 
last week. 

Some 38 per cent of organisations reported 
that they had reduced business travel expen¬ 
diture, with cuts likely to be deeper in the pri¬ 
vate sector than the public sector, according to 
a survey of almost 900 employers conducted by 
the Chartered Institute of Personnel and 
Development and consultants KPMG. 

More than a half said they had cut client 
entertaining, while about 60 per cent of 
employers had cut travel expenditure, reduc¬ 
ing international trips, and 69 per cent said 
they had cut the expenses staff are allowed to 
claim. Almost two-thirds reduced the use of 
first-class travel. 

And a similar proportion of employers 
increased their use of tele/videoconferencing, 
while 43 per cent increased their use of public 
transport, the study reported. 

It said: “While redundancies have under¬ 
standably been making the headlines, ‘surviv¬ 
ing’ employees have also been affected by the 
credit crunch.”

THERE’S a lot of angst in the busi¬ 
ness entertainment and hospitali¬ 
ty scene that industry observers 
report they haven’t seen the like of 
in 40 years. 

The problem is made worse because venues 
are sometimes fighting a rearguard battle 
renegotiating existing deals and talking 
groups out of cancelling altogether because of 
cost-cutting. 

They don’t have time to go out and grab 
short- and long-term business, and sometimes 
the very people who should be doing that, the 
talented sales and marketing teams, have 
been downsized, cut back on time or fired.

There’s one thing that’s copper-bottom cer¬ 
tain about a recession: we will, one day, come 
out of it. 

Then where will be the venues which 
haven’t tried to keep their brands, added value 
and unique selling points before the world? 

Cutting back on sales and marketing now 
risks facing even greater challenges when the 
market turns upward again. 

Recapturing the market will be top of the 
agenda, and there will be new rivals who have 
come in lean and mean. 

Many of those new competitors will be ex¬ 


staff who know your strengths and weakness¬ 
es. Smarter and tighter controls need to be 
applied, but progress needs to be monitored so 
budgets are justified and effective. E-market¬ 
ing and the venue’s website will be key tools in 
this scenario. 

And the direct sales team needs to be 
focused and positioned so that it goes after 
prospects which are the most likely and able to 
sign. 

There must be tight integration and focus, 
again, on branding along with USP, and elec¬ 
tronic and print advertising. That way, venues 
will be strong enough to spring forward when 
the upturn comes. 

In fact, Fred W Smith, chief executive officer 
of Federal Express, has put his head above the 


parapet and said in Los Angeles he expects the 
US economy to improve by late summer or 
early autumn. And former White House eco¬ 
nomic policy director Todd Buchholz said in 
San Diego that there will be “an economic 
recovery just in time for back-to-school sales in 
September”. 

So the message is quite clear to venues: ride 
it out and push the value-added service that 
you can offer. Bookings will still come to those 
that remain high profile. 

For example, get a public relations firm that 
is expert in web marketing to embed search 
terms in client’s press releases related to a 
company’s particular niche in the market¬ 
place, and blogging can be useful for some 
venues.

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‘Walking up 
stairs was 
exhausting’ 

Young tennis ace Cavadav on how 
fatigue nearly derailed her career

NAOMI Cavaday is set to return 
to a full playing schedule later 
this month after completing a 
long recovery from the worst 
injury of her fledgling career. 

The Chislehurst tennis player, who turns 
20 next month, saw her steady progress up 
the rankings brought to a sudden halt by a 
post-viral infection last year. After strug¬ 
gling with tiredness for most of season, 
after losing in qualifiers for the US Open 
last August it came to a head. 

“The doctors said I was incredibly 
fatigued,” she said. “It had been going on for 
a while but it got to the point where I could¬ 
n’t play anymore and that was it for the 
rest of the year. 

“I was struggling and tired all the time, 
just walking up three steps was exhaust¬ 
ing. As an athlete it was very worrying.” 

Cavaday was unable to return to the ten¬ 
nis court for three months. It was a demor¬ 
alising period in which her world ranking, 
which had peaked at 183 last March, tum¬ 
ble towards 300. 

In November she had recovered enough 
to return light training, which has gradual¬ 
ly intensified. 

Her competitive return came at a low-key 
event in Wrexham six weeks ago. Unsure of 


what condition she was in, Cavaday sur¬ 
prised herself by reaching the semi-finals. 

It was followed last month by reaching 
the last eight at Sutton and another semi¬ 
final appearance in a more high-profile 
event in Stockholm. 

She said: “It’s been frustrating but I’ve 
used it positively and been more deter¬ 
mined to get out there and succeed when I 
came back. 

“I’ve done three events now so I’ve proved 
to myself I’m back to full fitness and ready 
to return to a full programme.” 

The encouraging displays have lifted 
Cavaday up to 258 in the rankings and she 
intends to travel to North America next 
week to resume a full calendar. 

With all the time spent away from the 
game she is reluctant to make too many 
predictions for this season. 

“I feel like I’m just getting started again 
so I’m trying not to look too far ahead. I 
would be really pleased to use the year as a 
platform for next year”, she said. 

“If I can get back into Grand Slam qual¬ 
ifying, inside the top 200, that would be 
great. I would love to achieve more than 
that and I’m always aiming for more, but 
if I could do that it would give me some¬ 
thing to build on.” 

One incentive to improving her ranking 
is to earn a wild card for Wimbledon, where 
she has performed well against former 
champions Martina Hingis and Venus 
Williams in the last two tournaments.

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Players cue up 
for the Crucible 

KENT’S top snooker players face arguably 
their biggest games of the season on Tuesday 
as they bid to book their place in the World 
Snooker Championships. 

Barry Hawkins and Gerrard Greene are 
both one win away from the sport’s blue riband 
event at the Crucible next month. 

Of the pair, Greene faces the tougher test to 
reach the televised stages after being drawn 
against 1997 champion Ken Doherty. The 35- 
year-old from Rainham set up the tie after a 
10-6 win against China’s Liu Song in the 
penultimate qualifying round at the English 
Institute of Sport (EIS) in Sheffield. 

Greene is looking to make his fourth appear¬ 
ance at the World Championships, but Doherty 
represents one of the toughest players he could 
have been drawn against. 

The Irishman has six ranking tournament 
victories to his name and while his powers are 
waning, the world number 18 is still a formida¬ 
ble opponent. 

Hawkins has never won a game in his three 
previous appearances at the Crucible. The 
29-year-old from Dartford will be optimistic of 
having a chance to put it right after he was 
drawn young Welsh potter Daniel Wells, who 
is provisionally ranked 77. 

Other players fighting for a place in the last 
32 at the EIS over the next three days include 
multiple former world champions Steve Davis 
and Mark Williams.

SHANE ‘Shakey’ Byrne made 
a disastrous start to the World 
Superbike Championship as 
he crashed out of both opening 
rounds of the season last 
weekend. 

The Sheppey rider failed to 
finish either of the races, los¬ 
ing control of his Sterilgarda 
Ducati on the tight and twisty 
Phillip Island circuit in 
Australia. 

In race one Byrne struggled 
to keep pace with the leading 
pack and crashed out of 15th 


place on lap eight. The crash 
injured his hand, but he was 
fit enough to line up on the 
grid for race two. He did well 
to climb up to 11th place 
before again crashing out. 

The reigning British 
Superbike Champion was left 
to rue his misfortune and look 
ahead to the next round of the 
championship. 

Byrne told the team web¬ 
site: “It was bad luck. I had a 
good start in race one, but I 
noticed that the tyres were 


slipping in an odd way in the 
early laps. I tried to recover, 
but after seven laps I slipped. 
“I had a pretty good start, but 
after 11 laps, while I was try¬ 
ing to overtake [Jakub] Smrz, 
I got very wide on the final 
corner and I crashed. 

“Nevertheless, I started to 
understand how hardfought 
the SBK is.” 

Byrne will hope for better 
luck in round two of the 
championship at Losail in 
Qatar on March 14.

GILLINGHAM will make an approach for 
Brentford midfielder Glenn Poole this summer 
if their attempts to bring him in on loan this 
season fail.

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Brands chief savs new-look series can 


develop stars of the future like Hamilton

THE rebirth of a lean, cost- 
effective FIA Formula Two 
Championship will help produce 
the next Lewis Hamilton, accord¬ 
ing to Brands Hatch circuit 
owner Jonathan Palmer. 

After 25 years in the wilderness, the series 
will return in May following a successful bid 
from Palmer’s company MotorSport Vision, 
which has ploughed £5 million into the venture. 

The new championship provides budding 
Formula One hopefuls with a competitive 
championship in identical cars. 

Budget 

They will race all over the world on a 
budget of £200,000, peanuts in motorsport 
terms and a quarter of the costs for racing in 
GP2 - Formula One’s current feeder series. 
The prize for the champion is a test with the 
Williams Formula One team. 

Palmer believes it will produce the next 
wave of Formula One drivers and provide a 
more affordable approach compared to rival 
championships. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I would be fail¬ 
ing if I didn’t believe Formula Two will be 
the new feeder series to Formula One. It is 
going to take a while as GP2 is a very suc¬ 
cessful championship but given the climate, 
the cost of GP2 is not sustainable.

“Another powerful motivator is the cost of 
a season in this current climate, which has 
drawn people to the series. I think with 
Formula Two being affordable and a level 


playing field, the guys at the front should be 
exceptional talents.” 

The car, designed by the Williams Formula 
One team, was unveiled at the Kent circuit 
this week by Palmer and team principal Sir 
Frank Williams as part of the circuit’s sea¬ 
son launch. 

Palmer, a former Formula Two champion, 
admitted seeing the car going around 
Brands Hatch was a particularly proud 
moment. 

He said: “I think it’s going to be a great sig¬ 
nificance in motorsport. It was thought to be 
impossible to meet the tender criteria and 
run a car for £200,000. It has been a hell of a 
project, but Williams have done more than I 
expected and have built a great car.” 

MotorSport Vision will run the series and 
with the opening round of the season taking 
place at Valencia in May all 24 drives in the 
series have been sold. It will head to Brands 
Hatch for rounds seven and eight on July 19. 

After losing the popular World Superbike 
Championship from the 2009 calendar, 
Palmer insists a bumper British Superbike 
Championship meeting is planned to replace 
it on August 9. 

He added: “It is disappointing not to have 
World Superbikes but the fee the promoters 
wanted was double what we paid in 2008. 
We are going to be adding some further 
entertainment and I am confident it will be 
better than the World Superbike event.”

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Blowers’ top picks 

Henry Blofeld, the doyen of the BBC’s Test Match Special Team, was in Maidstone 
last week performing his new show at the Hazlitt Theatre. Before the performance 
he took time out to tell FRED ATKINS who he would pick for his all-time Kent XI. 


THERE are many ways to curtail a 
promising cricketing career, such 
as arguing with your coach or 
repeatedly missing net practice, 
though few are quite as emphatic 
as the one that meant Henry 
Blofeld fell into journalism. 

'Blowers’ was tipped to make the grade as 
a cricketer when he was hit by a bus while 
cycling to a game. He spent a month in a 


coma and though he emerged to play for 
Cambridge University, his injuries meant he 
never played at the highest level. 

By that time Blofeld was working as a 
cricket journalist. His first assignment was 
to cover Kent at the old Bat and Ball ground 
in Gravesend. 

“They haven’t played there in about 40 
years,” Blofeld said, though if he laments 
the passing of the outground era, he recog¬ 
nises the economic logic that has seen the 
demise of festivals at Dartford, Dover, 


Folkestone and most recently Maidstone. 

“They just can’t afford to keep playing 
there,” Blofeld admits. “They go to very 
great expense carting all the equipment 
around and of course it’s sad, but it’s a fact 
of life now.” 

He may be slightly prone to exaggeration, 
but there can be few broadcasters or journal¬ 
ists alive today better qualified than Henry 
Blofeld to select an all-time Kent XI, having, 
by his own estimation, covered Kent “thou¬ 
sands of times”. 


Here, in batting order, are HENRY BLOFELD’S choices for 
his all-time best Kent XI 


1 LES AMES (1905-1990): The 

Eltham-born, Harvey Grammar 
School-educated wicketkeeper is in pure¬ 
ly as an opening batsman. Played 47 
Tests and scored 102 first-class centuries. 

2 BRIAN LUCKHURST (1939-2005): 

Despite the nickname ‘Lucky’, 
Sittingboume’s Luckhurst was unfortu¬ 
nate to play just 21 Tests, averaging 
36.05. 

3 COLIN COWDREY (1932-2000): 

Aside from scoring nearly 43,000 
first-class runs and being the first man 
to play 100 Tests, arguably merits inclu¬ 
sion just for the 1974-75 Ashes series, 
when he shuffled out to bat aged 42 and 
said to Jeff Thomson: “I don’t believe 
we’ve met. My name’s Cowdrey.” 

4 FRANK WOOLLEY (1887-1978): 

Described by Wisden as one of the 
greatest left-handed all-rounders of all- 
time, Tonbridge-born Woolley played 64 
Tests, scoring 145 first-class centuries. 

5 ASIF IQBAL (1943-): Blowers’ was 
allowed one overseas player and 
ignored several big names to select the 
controversial former Pakistan skipper. 

6 PERCY CHAPMAN (1900-1961): 

Blofeld’s choice as captain, he skip¬ 
pered England to the Ashes in 1926. 

7 ALAN KNOTT (1946-): “Probably 
the best wicket-keeper I ever saw,” 
says Blofeld of the Belvedere-born 
gloveman, rejecting the rival claims of 
Godrey Evans and others.

8 DEREK UNDERWOOD (1946): 

Known as ‘Deadly’ for his lethal left- 
arm spin, Bromley’s Underwood once 
took 8-9 on a rain-affected wicket at 
Hastings.

Sidcup spinner who took seven hat- 
tricks in a 25-year career and was one of 
Don Bradman’s most-feared opponents. 
1 fl GRAHAM DILLEY (1959-): 
lUDartford’s Dilley is Blofeld’s 
opening bowler - and the only member 
of his XI still (just) under 50! 

A A ARTHUR FIELDER (1877-1949): 

I Plaxtol’s most famous son once 
took 10 wickets in an innings for the 
Players against the Gentlemen at Lord’s 
and still ended up on the losing side.

Khan he deliver the 
goods for England? 

ENGLAND’S newest debutant Amjad Khan 
has a golden chance to make a name for him¬ 
self ahead of this summer’s Ashes series, 
according to Kent coach Simon Willis. 

The 28-year-old Kent 
bowler was preferred 
to experienced seamer 
Ryan Sidebottom for

“Hopefully, he can make the most of his 
chance, in the past Trinidad has been a 
favourable pitch for the bowlers. It’s a massive 
summer for English cricket with the Ashes; it’s 
all there for the taking.” 

Khan was only called into the squad last 
month as cover for the injured Andrew Flintoff. 
England must win to square the series.

PAUL Farbrace says he has 
“unfinished business” and will 
not walk away from his role as Sri 
Lanka’s assistant coach, despite 
miraculously escaping a terrorist 
attack in Pakistan this week. 

The former Kent coach walked away with 
minor arm injuries after the coach carrying 
the Sri Lanka cricket team was ambushed 
in Lahore on Tuesday. Incredibly, none of the 
tourists died in the carnage, but six police¬ 
man and the driver of another vehicle were 
killed. 

Farbrace, 41, left Kent to join Sri Lanka in 
2007 and while he admitted the attack had 
made him question his position, it was not 
going to force him out. 

Speaking from his hospital bed in Sri 
Lankan capital Colombo, he told Kent on 
Sunday: “You do have those thoughts but at 
this stage my thoughts are to stay here with 
the team. I’ve got a fantastic job, it’s a great 
place to be and I feel there’s unfinished busi¬ 
ness cricket-wise. I just hope it doesn’t put 
people off and we can carry on. 

“This is one of those occasions when you 
forget about cricket, but I would like to think 
it will keep moving forward, I think it’s real¬ 
ly important that it does.” 

Ex-England batsman Chris Broad, one of 
the umpires for the Lahore Test, was highly 
critical of the security provided by the 
Pakistan authorities. CCTV pictures of the 
terrorists sauntering away from the scene 
have angered some, but Farbrace says he 
has no time for bitterness. 

He said: “I’m grateful I’m alive and I’m 
grateful to the driver’s skill and calm think¬ 
ing to get us out of the situation. 

“Also to the people around us that did their 
best for us. Obviously it’s desperately sad 
when anybody dies and people died outside

“I don’t remember too much about it. The 
four or five of us that ended up in hospital 
were sitting together. The team are super¬ 
stitious about their seats and we always sit 
in the same position. 

“I was leaning against the window talking 
back across the aisle to the guys on the 
other side. We were close to the ground 
and then I heard some popping and bang¬ 
ing. I’ve not heard that sort of thing before 
and it didn’t really register with me. 

“Then I heard ‘get down, get down’ and 
then gunfire. I was lying on the floor half out 
of my seat and half in the aisle when some¬ 
thing came through the side of the bus and 


hit me in the arm. That’s when I saw blood 
on the floor and realised it was coming 
from me. 

“There were shouts towards the driver to 
keep going. I’ve heard reports the bus had 
to reverse, apparently two cars tried to 
block the bus so we came to a standstill. I 
couldn’t say if we had to reverse to go 
round them, I don’t remember anything 
other than lying there hoping and praying 
that the next thing that came through the 
side of the bus didn’t hit me. 

“Tharanga Paranavitana, who was sat 
directly behind me, had been hit in the 
chest and was still sat upright in his seat. 

“The physio and the fitness guy who sit 
opposite me were pulling at his legs to get 
him on the floor so he was no longer in the 
firing line.” 


of the bus who were there to protect us. 

“I haven’t really got any thoughts on secu¬ 
rity, my thoughts are purely for the lads who 
are here in hospital and the families of the 
people who died. We met up with our coach 
driver when we got away from Lahore and 
hugged him and thanked him. 

“He had four children, it’s people like that 
who were doing a basic job and suddenly 
they’re put into an horrendous situation. My 
thoughts are with people like that rather 
than the security.” 

The consequences of the attack for 
Pakistan are yet to fully emerge, but it is 
unlikely the country will host any interna¬ 
tional cricket for the foreseeable future. 
Their presence in other countries may also 
cause problems, with their tour to 
Bangladesh next week being scrapped. 

It has put Pakistan’s co-hosting of the 
2011 World Cup with India, Sri Lanka and 
Bangladesh in jeopardy. 

Farbrace understandably does not want to 
go back soon, but emphasised the need for 
cricket to return to the country in the future. 


He said: “I don’t think I’d go back at this 
particular stage, that would need some care¬ 
ful consideration. I think a cricket team 
playing in Pakistan in the short-term is not 
going to happen, but in the future that will 
change and teams will go back there. 

“The two times we’ve been there in the last 
nine months prior to this tour it’s been a 
very enjoyable trip. It’s a good place to be, 
the people are cricket-mad and a lot were 
keen to tell us they were grateful we were 
there. It’s a great shame for those people.”
